Soviet Russia, trough the use of the veto, hasWnsistently black- 
balled the -admission to the United Nations not only of such European- Christian- 
countries as Ireland, Portugal, Finland, Austria, and Italy, but even such 
Asiatic and non-Christian countries as Nepal, Ceylon and Trans-Jordan, merely 
because they were non-Coioaxanist* If Russia makes it an inviolable policy of

One of the most significant and serious developments in the Korean war 

has received only very scanty treatment in the otherwise abundant pres k ? coverage* 

That is the little mentioned but apparently full scale guerrilla ^arffre waged 

by the Reds behind African lines* Dispatches 1 are full of constant references 

to "infiltration", "attacks from rear" > and behind the lines guerrilla activity* 

The January, 19U9, Summary called attention to an ominous warning 
issued in England by the Red* Dean of Canterbury shortly after he returned from 
one of his many trips to Soviet Russia ♦ HEWLETT JOHNSON, tie Red Dean, warned 
that war with Russia would.be no pushbutton cinch for America and th£$ 
"partisan amies will spring up all over Europe" behind American lines to 
assist the Soviet Union* Now it must be plain that this ecclesiastical 
Stalinist did not get this dope out of the English Book of Common Prayer or 
from whatever other religious volumes an Anglican churchman reads* He mast 
have gotten that oge straight "from the horse *s feedbag" as the vernacular 
puts it. Cosbatting and eradicating guerrilla operations apparently does not 
rate very high in priority in our Army training systems to judge Superficially 
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by battle reports -frozsPlrorea where such operations seesWo be a constant 
concomitant of open military warfare . 

' Togliatti of Italy has also served notice in perfectly honest communist 
fashion that it is the primary duty of Italian commies "to chase the Americans 
out of Italy* 1 should the U* S* dare to establish any bases in that country against 
Russian, aggression* That, needless to add, can only mean civil and guerrilla 
warfare against Italian as well as other allied forces* 

West German communists likewise have received their orders to step up 
sabotage and to make things hot for American occupation forces* From faraway 
Viet Nam comes word that the Stockholm "peace appeal" really means "a sincere 
decision to help in the slaughter of the French enemy."

And, in London Winston Churchill solemnly warned Parliament and 
England that the Soviets today present a far graver threat to western freedom 
than Hitler did in 1939* Churchill warned that there was no effective defense 
in western Europe beyond that of the English Channel* Only American atomic 
^bozrb superiority, Churchill felt, stayed the Soviets from ^pushing through to 
the Atlantic now*

American quislings calling themselves coBraunists are being put very 

much on the defensive for the first time in many years* Just scurrying around 

getting bail and legal writs to spring comrades capriciously or perhaps even 

illegally jailed takes up a lot of valuable time and effort which might overwise 

be spent in* subversive work* Various cities from Bimingham, Alabama and 
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Jacksonville to McKeespor^nd Los Angeles are locking up SEtividual communists 



under various new- or resurrected city ordinances * Most of these cases will 
probably be lost in the higher courts but the harrassment and annoyanpe it 
inflicts on these traitors at least restrains them for varying periods from

Most significant development of the past month was the public 
directive published in, the Daily Worker ordering all party member?, to drop 
discussion and instruction in schools of Marxism-Leninism* The directive came 
a few hours after the V* S* -Court of Appeals upheld the Constitutipnajity of 
the Smith Act and the conviction of the eleven top C* P* leaders* ' Experts on 
communism noted a sly ^between the lines" hint that while the 0*P,, U,*{S*A», 
officially has ordered all teaching and advocacy of revolutionary Marxism 
stcpped.it nevertheless encouraged individuals to do so without of fipial party 
sanction* Because of its importance the entire directive is herewith 1 ' reprinted 
verbatim: 

"The Foley Square verdict and now the decision of ihe " 
Circuit Court of Appeals present our Party with many seriou? 
problems* The decisions are based on war hysteria and Ihe ! 
manufactured lies of stoolpigeons and turncoats* These 
decisions are not based on, facts or the truth about the 
Communist Party and its leadership* nor its activities* 
These decisions and the findings completely falsify our 
program, philosophy and activities* These decisions are 
a Hitler-like caricature, completely falsifying the under- 
standing and the use of Marxist-Leninist classics in 
classes and schools conducted by our Party or its sub- 
divisions ♦ ■ 

w Howevefr, in view of the Appellate Court ruling, the 
National Committee has decided the following: To withdraw 
all outlines or educational directives that have been 1 
issued by the National Committee or by any Department , 
committee, or commission getting its authority from the 
National Co^*sioiu We ask that no discussion, class, 
or school be conducted on the basis of directives or out- 
lines issued or dated earlier than August 15* 1950 * As 
soon as possible, the National -Educational Department of 
the Communist Party will issue new directives and out- y 
lines* (italics In original,) 
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"While the Courts have taken this unconstitutional police 
state-like step to restrict and falsely characterize the schools 
and classes of op* .party, this does not stop, nor can the courts 
ever stop, individuals from reading and studtying any and all 
books, including the classics of ferxism-leniniSau Neither can 
the courts prohibit the political beliefs of coaminists, or non- 
coxatttunists, nor ban they nullify or change the eloquent and 
enduring principles and ideals of the liberating science of the 
wording class — the science of MarxisBnl^ninissu" 



The unanimous decision of the U« S# Court of Appeals upholding the 
conviction of the eleven Politburo leaders has been amply covered in the public 
press and hardly requij^es apy further comment here* the main opinion is a sixty t 
page document of sdo© 20,000 words holding that the communist party today 
represents a "clear and present danger" to the security 6t the tf» S. The opinion 
further warned; that A^efieajas .would be "silly, dupes" if they forgot that the same 
sort of preparations for revolution the coarainists were filing here had aided to 
"supplant existing governments ^when the time was ripe';* The coaaunist danger, 
the court found, was a "danger of utmost gravity aad of enough probability to 
justify its suppression." , 

Twenty-six days later the U» S. Circuit Court of Appeals!, by a two to 
one decision; revoked bail of the eleven convicted commies giving them thirty 
days grace to appeal to the U. S. Supreme Court. Eevocatioh of bail had been 
asked by the Department of Justice' on the ground that continuing subversive 
activity of ,th6 convicted' jO.

He has also served as 
battalion executive officer, battalion commander and as assistant G-3 
of the 103d Division.

Memo from Jones to Mr. Nichols November 6, 1950 

It is interesting to note that Cocke has been a prisoner of 
war three times and escaped each time . He was shot by a firing squad 
ana left for dead by' the Germans in 1945* As a matter of fact, a 
Nasi officer gave him the coup de grace with a pistol shot in the back, 
but villagers returning after the scooting found him still alive and 
nursed him back to health.

WASHINGTON, D.C. ( ALNS) — President Truman has been 
urged by leaders of the four major Veterans' Organ- 
izations to authorize General Mac Arthur to use all 
necessary means, including aerial strikes across 
the Manchurlan border, to save his troops from dis- 
aster. 

-The plea was contained in a letter to the President 
signed by National Commander Erie Cocke # Jr. of The 
American legion, commander -In -Chief Charles C. Halls 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars; National Commander 

-Boniface B. Ma lie of the Disabled American Veterans, 
and National Commander Harold Russell of AMVBTS. 

The four Veterans' Chiefs cabled the text of their 
Joint declaration to General Mac Arthur in Tokyo. 
They advised MacArthur: "At your complete discre- 
tion, if you care to relay this message to the 
troops, we would be delighted," 

Their appeal to the President follows: _ 

"We, the National Colm~an4ers T of " the f our largest 
Veterans 1 Organizations, feel called upon to make 
the following declarations: * 

"We are deeply concerned over the situation in Korea, 
where 150,000 American troops are f ighting, : against 
overwhelming odds. 

"We veterans of previous wars understand the terrif- 
ic odds faced by our combat troops in Korea. No one 
knows how many GZs have died because, of Imposed 
limitations which have prevented them from fighting 
on equal terms with the communist aggressors. These 
Godless hordes know no laws and have no restrictions. 

"Every step must be taken to increase the chance of 
survival. of our fighting men. They must be given 
all possible help. They must not be curbed by "re- 
strictions and delays which will lead to unnecessary 
casualties. They must not be abandoned to disaster. 
They must not be sacrificed to delusions of appease- 
ment. - - 

"We urge the constituted authorities of the free 
world through the United Nations, to take these ac- 
tions now. We urge them to make available every 
means to save our men* Including an authorization to 
send aircraft acro'ss the Manchurian 'border to bomb 
vital military targets. We urge that the President 
through the United Nations give General MacArthur 
full authority to employ such means as may be neces- 
sary to save our troops from disaster.

THE WORLD COMMUNIST FRONT 

Despite the bitter lesson of .Korea, many legalistically-minded Americans, 
including all those who still do not understand the nature of , world communism, 
still cling to the optimistic delusion that somehow if we only try hard -enough 
"something can be worked out with Soviet Russia," and that we should remain at 
least technically at peace until Stalin declares formal war upon the United 
States ~ or unleashes a treacherous overnight Pearl Harbor attack against us. 
Incredible as it may seem, these people — and they include some of the bright 
minds in the upper strata of world planners in the State Department — know so 
little Soviet history that they do not even know communists never make formal 
declarations of war. That is superfluous. In fact, just such a formal declara- 
tion of total war against all of the non-communist world was made over thirty- 
one years ago at the very founding of the Third International at Moscow in 
March, 1919 # It was periodically renewed at every following world congress of 
the Communist International with tiresome monotony and then lest some one miss 
the point it was embodied in the Program of the CI. in 1928. Dean Acheson, 
testifying before a Congressional committee, cheerfully admitted he had never 
read this program* In addition, open communist documents distributed by the 
millions all over the world have reiterated the ^same formal declaration — the 
complete overthrow and destruction of bourgeois democracy all over the world and 
the creation of a world Soviet state. 
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The Soviets 1 worldwide psychological offensive against the United 3 States 
has mounted' in fury Sid intensity as a result of Red 'China's open war against the 
United States in Korea, In reply, the Voice of America broadcasts under State 
Department control and costing the American taxpayer millions,* continues to return, 
a feeble and ineffective counter barrage generally defensive and apologetic in 
character. The directors of this program seem unable to grasp the simple 
military maxim that wars are won by smashing offensives — seldom by Fabian 
retreats. Selling America and the American way of life to the rest of the world 
is * totally unrealistic in this critical hour with the nation's very survival at 
_ - .stf&e.- Speaking^before^the^ 

Barrett, Assistant Secretary of State j for Public Affairs* and in charge of the'V. < 
of A, broadcasts, is * quoted in . the * N, Y. Time s as ? "urging a* greater campaign** of 
truth" 4 to counteract Soviet lying propaganda directed^against this country.. 

Adopting a purely defensive line of reaction to, Soviet propaganda is not 
only folly and a waste of time and money, but is ineluctably destined to lead us 
still further down the blind alley of retreat and defeat. The simplest trade 
union member and anyone else who has ever had first hand experience, with trained, 
cynical Stalinists knows that one -never gets anywhere attempting to expose * and 
deny communist lies* The maxim that a lie can sprint around the world while the 
truth is lacing on its boots, is particularly true with respect to communist lies. 
Communists can concoct five ingenious and impressive propaganda lies in the time 
that it takes our side to prepare even one adequate answer. This is a fool f s 
game to begin with. 

The whole rotten Soviet system of terror, oppression, brutality, hunger, 
mass spying, tfranny, andimurder is so vulnerable to exposure from our side that 
even a * smart schoolboy must wonder vwhy the State Departments Voice of America has 
not long i ago < passed over to the » offensive instead of advertising -that life* is: like 
in the United States, that the oppressed and terrorized masses of Russia^ and + the 
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Iron Curtain countries want to hear are not childrens 1 hour tales of beatific 
life in the United States , a land neither they nor their surviving families will 
ever see anyway, but a continuous stream of messages of hope and exposure and 
bedevilment of their Jailers and tormenters. .They want the whole gigantic .hoax 
and fraud of communism exposed* They want the story of Soviet slave labor camps 
sent hurtling around the world again and again and again. They want the ruthless, 
swilling, and corrupt Soviet "new aristocracy of commissars" lashed and exposed 
day and night. They want words of encouragement and hints as to how they can 
slow down and sabotage their own communist economies without getting caught. 
They want cleverly designed "black psychological 1 ' propaganda which will tend to 
confuse, demoralise and otherwise worry and harry the commissars Into suspecting 
and fighting each other. In brief, what the Voice of America and all other free 
broadcasters must do now, and at once, is to drop their pious bourgeois 
moralizing and dainty fingered "constructive* 1 advertising of our superior way 
of life and grab a bayonet and jab it into Stalin 1 s psychologic belly so that 
the world can see the color (which is yellow) of his guts. 

The Voice of America should be severed from its demonstrably ineffective 
State Department control where it never belonged in the first place and turned 
over to professional, top psychological warfare experts most of whom at present 
are not engaged, for some curious reason, in any top urgent work. Congress should 
also be on guard against any job-hungry empire builders seeking to resurrect or 
to establish anything like the malodorous O.W,I # of the last war — no matter 
under what alluring new set of letters it may seek to be born. 

In brief, while American policy and determination to crush and destroy 
world Bolshevism ultimately, and for the present and for a beginning to push it 
back into a defensive posture, should be broadcast throughout the world twenty- 
four hours a day, the story of America and our way of life needs no further 
advertisement. Most of the literate world already knows all about America. For 



the past hundred years literally tens of millions of people all over the world, 
sacrificed, struggled and aspired to leave their own lands and to emigrate to 
the land of the blessed* They know all about the benefits of life in the United 
States. Barred now by U. S # immigration restrictions or imprisoned in their own 
communist dominated lands by the threat of death if they try to flee, they do not 
want to hear of the benefits of life in America, They hunger for messages of moral 
encouragement from the still free world which they, too, hope to rejoin within a 
few years or at least within their own lifetime. Human freedom is all that makes 
life worth living — painting beautiful pictures of material comforts to an 
enilaved Pole* or East. European is Tike" tantalizing a life- termer in Sing Sing with 
the charm of Palm Beach in the winter. He aspires to escape somehow or have his 
sentence commuted to a few years. He will gladly settle for anything outside of 
prison walls even if it meant being barred for life from Florida and California.

THE WORLD PEACE CONFERENCE 

i 

Perhaps the British do have the knack of doing some things better than we 
do. Faced with the same problem of playing host to a phony peace conference under 
communist auspices similar to the late unlamented CULTURAL AND SCIENTIFIC 
CONFERENCE FOR WORLD PEACE held at the Waldorf-Astoria in New Ybrk last year, 
the British government did it a bit differently. And, the commies are still 
raging and fuming over the "dirty deal" given them by the Attlee Labor government. 

Sheffield had been selected as the site of the conference. England had 
obviously been picked as the best place to drive a wedge between Great Britain 
and America. The conference was very; very important to Stalin and was probably 
his last gesture to demonstrate that "peace-loving Russia and her Peoples 
Democracies" satellites had done everything possible to expose and thwart the 
"mad dog imperialist warmongers of Wall Street." Communist papers all oyer the 
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world caught the cue and gave the conference all they had. Commies fro© all over 
the world, official Soviet tub thumpers, American pinkos, dupes and dopes, and 
intellectual riff-raff from sixty countries packed their bags and headed for 
Sheffield, At .first the British government granted visas to most of the would-be 
delegates. It turned a few down on security grounds. As the first contingents 
began to arrive British officials began to hem and haw on more and more delegates . 
The commies began to smell a double cross. A REV. JOHN PAUL JOKES of the Bay Ridge 
Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, N. Y, f was questioned two hours before being admitted 
to the United Kingdom. Others were turned back at airports after security officers 
scanned over u Not Wanted" lists. 

Eighteen Czech planes all ready to take off for England with £00 Chinese, 
Mongolian, Russian, Czech, and other Iron Curtain country delegates, were denied 
flight clearances at the very last minute. With some £00 delegates already in 
England, the communists realized belatedly that "Perfidious Albion" had served 
them a most foul and dastardly trick — > one fifth of their delegates were in — 
the other four-fifths would be barred. Forty out of sixty-five Russians had 
been barred. Thirty of $3 Czechs, 12 of 32 Bulgarians, 7 of lU Israelis, 19 of 
hO Poles, 7 of 13 Cubans, 7 of 2$ Finns, and 13 of 30 Rumanians had either been 
barred or turned back after they had landed in England, 

Literally caught halfway between bases the commy promoters screamed, 
"MoiderJ" 'Transportation companies did a land office business hauling 
delegates to England and then taking them right out again. The coasaunist high 
command called an emergency meeting and shifted the locale of the farce from 

i 

Sheffield to Warsaw. Two special Polish boats were hurriedly sent to England 
to haul away the lucky few who had gotten into Blithy. Even the staid and 
humorless N, Y. Times had to admit that Clement Attlee's ^cat and mouse game" 
with the commies while very ' "un-British" was exactly the sort of game commies 
just loved to play on others. Soviet Pravda promptly unearthed "secret 



documents" proving that the whole business was nothing but a dastardly plot against 
world peace and that it had actually been cooked up in the first place by Wall 
Street warmongers. 

The phony conference reconvened in "Warsaw on November 16. A full list 
of the American delegation will be made available in the next issue of the Summary . 
The REV. ROBERT MUIR of Cambridge, Massachusetts, was listed as the "leader of the 
American delegation" in a Warsaw broadcast. 0. John Rogge, former Assistant 
Attorney General of the U.S,, denounced Soviet aggression in Korea and said that 
he would not now sign the Stockholm peace appeal because he f ilt that, Soviet 
aggression was a greater threat to peace than the atom bomb or even the hydrogen 
boxob. He was loudly booed and hissed and constantly heckled by 3,000 angry 
delegates and stooges. 

Chinese delegate KUO MO-JO warned Truman, Aches on and MacArthur that 
if they dared to challenge the might of hl$ million Chinese "it would end, only 
in disaster for you. It would end with an international court of justice and 
a length of rope." The West Coast Peoples World gushed that the conference "was 
the most eventful meeting in modern history" and that it was "almost indescribable 
for the richness of its drama, the sweep of ideas,, and the varied contributions 
of its assembled delegates." 

The "rich drama" ended on November 22nd, after six solid, days of typical 
commy tirades against the United States, the enemy of world peace. It adopted, a, 
ten-point program which included a demand for cessation of fighting in Korea and 
withdrawal of all foreign troops in that country. It also demanded withdrawal 
of American protection of Formosa, prohibition of German or Japanese rearmament,, 
and a declaration calling upon all nations immediately to pass legislation making 
it a criminal offense to publish or disseminate "war propaganda." The program 
also demanded the unconditional abolition of atomic, bacteriological, chemical, 
and other forms of mass extermination. It also demanded that the International 
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Court of Justice at Th^tfague Inquire into General MacArthur f s responsibility for 
^ruthless measures destroying the Korean civilian population, w : 0. John Rogge and 
two others cast dissenting votes against 1,65$ affinitive votes, with three others 
abstaining. 

Fifteen "Americans" were elected to the Praesidium of the new council of 
the World Peace Partisans including W.E«B. DUBOIS, REV. JOSEPH -F. 'FLETCHER of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, HOWARD FAST, PAUL; ROBESON and CHARLES HOTttRD of Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

THE HOME SECTOR 

U. S. Attorney General J* Howard McGrath filed, a k, 800 word petition on 
November 22nd with the jaewly created Subversive > Activities Control .Board 
charging that the Communist Party, U.S.A., is dominated and * controlled by Soviet 
Russia. : The petition was part of the formal procedure laid .down by -the Internal' 
Security Act of 1950 toJforce jaembers o£ communist action groups totregister with 
the government. Thus .far not a single communist has complied with' the law which 
set a deadline of October 23rd f or such registration. Instead the commies and 
their stooges f iled a ? legal action*with the U* S, District Court in Washington, 
D. C, to have the whole law declared unconstitutional. 

The petition, reprinted in. full in the N. Y. Times of November 23rdi sets 

forth in abbreviated -form the unbroken record since 1919 of the American' Communist 

Tarty Is slavish adherence to official Soviet foreign policy, Marxist^-Leninist- 

Stalinist dogma and directives, and the "correct line" as laid down * by the- 

Communist Party of the Soviet Union. Title III of the petition follows: 

"Throughout its. existence the CP. never knowingly 
has deviated from the views and policies of the Government 
.and Communist, party of the Soviet Union, 'the Communist 
International, the Communist Information Bureau and other 



leaders of the world Communist" movement, Vfaenever such. views 
and policies have conflicted with the position taken by the 
Government of the United States, the Communist party has 
opposed the position of the U.S." 

It then goes on with a long list of citations to prove this contention. 

The commies lost no time in replying. In a thousand-word statement 
signed by National Chairman WILLIAM Z. FOSTER (too ill to stand trial two years 
ago with the rest of his eleven pals) and GUS HALL (National Secretary), they denied 
everything and admitted nothing. It was no accident — a typical communist 
dialectical gimmick — that" the U.S. government filed this^petition "at this* time 
when the American people are increasingly showing alarm over the war provocations 
of this same government." The petition was merely a device "to silence every 
peace advocate in the ' United States and to outlaw with the Communist party all, 
sections of the peoples 1 developing peace movement." The commies" went on to say 
that they will "utilize: every, available legal channel: through which the pro-fascist 
conspiracy against the Bill of Rights and peace can be combatted. We Communists 
at the same time warn that the people must put their main reliance on their own 
independent and united mass: action, rather than on government boards, Congress or 
the courts." No definition or explanation of what they meant by such "united 'mass 
action outside of the courts" was made in the statement. 

After three years of endless legalisms, two top alien communists were 
finally deported. on:Noverefoer 10th. ANDREW OVERGAARD,, illegally in this country 
over thirty years and a founder of the C # P. v U.S.A., went back- to his native Denmark 
while MRS. BEATRICE JOHNSON returned to Poland. Meanwhile, sixteen other deportable 
alien commies picked up over three years ago were ordered released from Ellis Island 
by Federal Judge Sylvester Ryan who found no merit in the government's argument that 
they were a serious security risk. Among those released were:' ALEXANDER BITTLEMAN, 
top theoretical strategist of the CP., BETTI GANNET, CLAUDIA JONES and' GEORGE 
SISKIND.

The Supreme Court now has under consideration the appeal- of the eleven 1 
convicted C. P. leaders after listening to four hours of argument pro and con 
on the constitutionality of the Smith Act under which they were convicted last 
year after nine months of trial before Federal Judge Medina, In striking 
contrast to their contemptuous and abusive conduct during the New- York: trial, 
the commy lawyers this time adopted an attitude of deference and respect.

WHAT THE COMMUNIST PRESS IS SAYING 

Main propaganda line in the Daily Vforker during the s past month and 
dutifully echoed in the party line periphery press has been that if Truman 
really has the best interests of world peace at heart all : he has to do is to 
sit down*with Stalin and reach a "peace" agreement* It is highly significant 
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that communist writers constantly emphasize the fact that -a "peace agreement" 
must be arranged with Soviet .Russia ~ in other words, they frankly admit that a 
state of war presently exists between the U.S.A. and the U;S.S,R. American 
comrainists -feel quite confident — Soviet Russia has an impregnable position 
which no possible alignment of the rest of the world can possibly challenge. 
America cannot possibly win even a war against Red China, how could we even 
dream of tackling the Soviet colossus itself? France cannot defend western 
Europe and kO% of its population has already indicated that it would not fight 
Soviet Russia even if attacked first by the Red Anqy. The British Empire, what 
is left of it, is bogged down economically and cannot even solve a minor guerrilla 
war in Malaya* 

All through communist writings runs the slender red thread' of cleverly 
spun defeatism and morale disintegration. T/Vhen American troops landed at 
Inchon and swept northward almost to the Manchurian border and were generally 
victorious, the whole Korean war practically disappeared from the pages of' the 
Daily Worker . As soon as the Chinese Reds uncorked their massive counter offensive 
and MacArthur ran into the trouble our American quislings could not hide their 
elation and studhorse, front-page headlines blazoned American defeats. Wible 
pages were given, over to Red China ! s "indictment of American aggression, 1 * 
Every other word was "peace, *• Malik talks* only t peace in the U;N; — the 
Chinese communists are fighting for "peace." "Negotiate peace now with Russial" 
appears in every other edition of the Daily Worker . 

Only greedy Wall Street, "which has gained unprecedented profits out of 
the Korean war", wants to continue the war. As part of its "plot against peace, 
- Wall Street ia secretly re-arming the Nazis." The Daily Worker ran a whole 
series of articles entitled "Nazis march again for Wall Street. * ("Wall Street", 
needless to ssy, being a communist weasel word for the United States.) The United 
States is constantly being charged in the Soviet press and its American shadow 



press as re-arming both t t he Germans and Japanese — a step for the defense of the 
Western world -which Stalin apparently wants to discourage. The recall and demotion 
of General MacArthur is another high priority theme in communist propaganda. It 
has already been, picked up and, given nationwide circulation, knowingly or unwittingly, 
by at" least: one radio commentator and other news poisoners. 

Emergency "peace conferences" are being hurriedly set up all over the 
United States with shadowy- crypto-communists generally moving in the background. 
Long lists of "prominent" clergymen, labor leaders, educators, and others are 
displayed nearly every day in the Worker as having demanded an end to the Korean; 
war or that we negotiate "peace" with Russia, College student meetings and 
conferences denouncing war, American foreign policy, U,M.T., or greater American 
rearmament also naturally get a- big play in the columns of Stalin's Pravda in 
this country, 

"Get out of Formosa!" is another C.P. demand in line with Soviet plans 
for its next move in the Far East, The North Carolina State Student Legislative 
Assembly, recently held at Raleigh which demanded repeal of the Internal Security 
Act of 1950, abolition of all loyalty oaths f and other C. P. line items of 
interest, was highly lauded in the Daily Worker , 

Generals MacArthur and Bradley, President Truman, Dean Acheson, John 
Foster Dulles, and other American leaders are constantly amalgamated in the 
coonunist press with Hitler, Himmler,;Goebbels and To jo, "Under the misleader- 
ship of these latter day successors to the Nazis and Japs, the American people 
% are being led down a path to slaughter and catastrophe." Psychologists and 
propaganda experts will easily recognize this "transference of hatred" technique 

through constant re-iteration and pounding on the same theme. Others receiving

liberal doses of communist vilification and character assassination in the CP, 
press during the past month were: Judge Harold Medina, Judge Musmanno of 



Pittsburgh, Franco, 0* John Rogge, Tito, Joseph Curran, Walter Reuther, Chiang 
Kai-shek, Syngman Rhee, Senator Pat McCarran, Louis Budenz, General Clay, and 
New York City Welfare Commissioner Raymond Hilliard. The F#B.I., Motion Picture 
Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals, Shub's book "The Choice", and 
R # K,0> Film "High Frontier" also had 'the mud bucket -dumped over them. Gypsy Rose 
Lee was denounced by the Daily Worker for appearing on a Crusade for Freedom 
program and Irwin Shaw was smeared as a "crawling ex-liberal" because he refused 
to permit resurrection of one of his pacifist plays. 

On the other hand, HARRY BRIDGES, CLIFFORD ODETS, HENRY STEELE ' COMMAGER, 
of Colurrtoia University, ZACHARIA CHAFBE, JR., ARCHIBALD McLEISH, RABBI ABBA 
SILVER and JOSE FERRER all received praise or build-ups in the Daily Worker 
and Peoples World . MAX LOWENIHAL'S book attacking the F. B. I., JOHN HOWARD 
-LAViEON'S new book "Hidden Heritage*, the Maryland Committee for Peace, 
Washington Post , Portland Oregonian , Western Reserve University's Tribune and 
a "prominent citizens 1 committee" of Springfield, Massachusetts, all received 
commy kudos lor one reason or another. 

There were also agonized columns of cooray anguish over the alleged 
"blacklisting" of HOWARD * FAST f S latest book "The Proud and the Free," Nor 
did an attempted boycott of the Daily Worker by New York City news vendors make 
the -red fascists very happy* A, series of New York ^Herald-Tribune articles 
charging American communists with plotting a campaign of terror and sabotage 
in event of hostilities with Russia naturally infuriated the comrades to a' 
seething rage of outraged innocence ♦ 

Front-page headlines in the Daily Worker during the past thirty 1 days 
were given over to charges that the U# S, and Syngman Rhee started the Korean 
war, rising living costs as result of this "imperialist war", political scandals 
and graft charges* rising dividends and extraordinary profits of big business, 
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attacks on General MacArthur and the U.S. war in Korea, attacks on the. Internal 
Security Bill and arrests of various comnunists and' CP. stooges for diverse law 
violations, false charges of "thought control", "police state", abrogation of the 
Bill of Rights, illegal arrests, Negro terrorization and police brutality in 
general, attacks on General Clay and the N. Y. Civil Defense set-up, and phony 
alarms about attacks on. labor* The Soviet or Chinese Red 1 "peace" line exceeded 
all other headlines in frequency, size, and emphasis. 

Editorials generally followed the line and emphasis of the front-page- 
scare headlines. Allegations of "U. S. atrocities in r Korea?, attacks, on^ 
MacArthur and seditious attacks on U. S. foreign policy together with phony 
Russian "peace" propaganda accounted for almost one-third of the full column 
editorials in the Daily and Sunday Workers . The rest were devoted to attacks 
on the McCarran Act, arrests and indictments of commies and their camp 
followers, Puerto Rican independence and denial of ccawunist responsibility 
for the attempt on President Truman's life, charges that America was rearming 
the Japs and Germans, and miscellaneous items of interest to the Muscovites 
in this country.

MISCELLANEOUS - NOTES 

Commissioner of Welfare for New York City, Raymond Hilliard, speaking at 
a luncheon last month warned that communists and their secret supporters had 
alreadty "begun the work of consciously undermining the civilian defense of the 
city;" Commissioner Hilliard charged the commies with a whispering campaign 
of character assassination designed to create discord in the civilian defense 
set-up as well as raising false issues and making false charges with intent to 
disrupt and bedevil the civilian defense program. 

The New York State Court of Appeals unanimously upheld the constitutionality 
of the Feinberg law which seeks to bar subversives from the state's public school 
system. The Feinberg Act had been passed by the I$h9 Legislature but has been in 
the courts ever since. ARTHUR GARFIELD HAYES, an AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION 
lawyer acting for a group of school teachers who had challenged the validity of 
the law, served notice that he would ask the U. S. Supreme Court to review the case. 

Speaking before the community forum of the Community Church of New York, 

Henry Wallace called upon the United States to increase its armed strength l, as 

fast as possible" until Russia and Red China gave concrete evidence that they 

were interested in specif ic and' not a propaganda peace program. The former 

Vice President, who resigned from his leadership of the Progressive Party last 

Spring, admitted that he now realized that peace could not be obtained by meeting 

Russia half way. He also confessed that he had changed his mind about the 

desirability of admitting Communist China to the United Nations. Mr. Wallace 

also expressed doubt that purely military means could stop the advance of world 

communism and he urged greater emphasis on "economic, psychological and political* 

weapons. In a later speech on December 3, Mr. Wallace said he was convinced that 

"Russia is out to dominate the world." He added: "Never has the 
United States been in such peril as right now and there is every 
indication that this peril will grow continually greater."

Times departed from the United States about three days after the release of the 
famous Sorge report. 

GEORGE MALENKOV, now generally regarded as Stalin 1 s most likely successor, 
has been missing from all Soviet functions for over two months. Nor have any 
Soviet papers carried any references to him. Malenkov .is thought to be in Feiping 
with Molotov directing the strategy of the Soviets' next .moves in the Far East. 

Over a year ago this Summary -predicted a worldwide network of Chinese 
Communist spies as a result of the sell-out of China to the Reds. News 
correspondepts in the Far East now report several Chinese Communist spy schools 
at Hankow, Tientsin, and elsewhere. Chinese Communists trained in Russia are In 
charge of the spy academies. .Young Chinese are being trained to infiltrate 
Malaya, Burma, Viet Nam,, the Philippines, Thailand and Japan.

The Internal. Security Bill of 19 £0 "is a jumble of unwise and 
impractical efforts to secure the country by an attempt to control thought", 
former U.S. Attorney General FRANCIS BIDDLE stated in Chicago on November 28th.

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COMMUNISM IN THE LABOR MOVEMENT 

About 600 lefties in or claiming to be in the labor movement gathered , 
in Turner 1 s Arena in Washington, D. C, November 2?th and 30th, under the 
leadership of Harry Bridges* They claimed to represent eight unions ousted 
from the C.I.O. for being communist-controlled. Bridges advised against forming 
a third labor federation at this time, either "formally or informally." However, 
top commissars of the so-called "progressive" unions should meet again frequently 
to "pool our resources and brains." 

The Administration, the C.I.O., the A.F.L. and the "imperialist war" in 
Korea all came in for a typical party-line kicking around. Bridges also warned 
with remarkable clairvoyance that there will be "bigger and better witch-hunts 
against liberal and progressive people who speak out for disarmament and civil 
rights." The McCarran Bill- was passed "to beat people into submission and 
silence", Bridges opined, but f Arry, who faces both imprisonment on a perjury 
rap and ultimate deportation as a dangerous comay alien just oozed defiance and 
fight. "We cannot be intimidated by any of these laws they pass to intimidate us!" 
he snarled. Bridges' claimed, without batting an eyelash, that he was being rail- 
roaded to prison because he spoke for peace.

The American Commentator , . published by Stephen Nenoff at Cedar City, Utah, 
has resumed publication with an October 25th issue. It does not like Averill 
Harriman, Aches on, or the United Nations. The Commentator is one of the less 
important anti-Semitic hate sheets limited to four pages tabloid size. 

The Ku Klux Klan of Florida mails out its membership application blanks 
from Kiver Junction, Florida. Initiation fees are $10.00 for men and $5.00 for 
women. "All Klan work is secret", the card reads, and men and women hold 
separate rreetings. The card bears no signature, merely "00-1^-6800 Imperial 
Wizard*" .The .six-page Klansman is published at Jacksonville, Florida, but 
carries no .regular publication dateline. 

GERALD L.K. SMITH'S "Cross & Flag" continues to appear regularly 
despite the most hair-raising financial "crises" and is now back to its 
original 32 page format after several slenderized summer editions of sixteen 
pages. It is well printed and undoubtedly the largest and most carefully 
prepared of all the anti-Semitic and other bigot bulletins. G.L.K. SMITH also 
gets out periodically a newsy little newsletter full of hot dope and urgent 
requests .for cash immediately to save the Christian Nationalist movement from 
folding up. SMITH'S tear-jerking techniques for separating his suckers from 
their cash is really remarkable and worthy of a better cause. He also hobnobs 
only with "top people in Washington" and knows everything (at least so he 
claims). " 
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Smith modestly claims practically lonehanded credit for defeating James 
Roosevelt for Governor of California, for passing the McCarran Bill over President

This is a vivid stbry of the hardships and confusions of 
civilian life on the fringes of the fighting fronts of the 
Soviet Union, Austria, Germany and Italy* It opens when. a 
radio announcement of Hitler *s invasion of Russia, June 22, 
19U1, breaks up a card game in Siberia and ends amid the ^ : 

arrival of the American Army in Milan, April 29, 19l*5. 
Largely by his own energy and ingenuity, the writer, loafing 
or fleeing as suited his convenience, made his way from a 
Soviet labor camp on the Artie Ocean to a hit or miss vagabond 
life under American ^occupation* 
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After 6 years a^^political prisoner, he was 26 ^^rs old 

and had progressed from a laborer in the gold mines to a free 
civilian employe* He left the camp with J>,5>00 rubles in his 
pocket, his baggage and couple te travel documents — more than 
American prisons provide* He soon lost them after too much 
vodka* His later wanderings shew a surprising ability for 
evading laws and orders and for Ingratiating himself with 
officials in various countries. 

Whether he was actually present at so many violent events 
which became well known history and whether his musings of 
those moments are after- thoughts of his present sheltered life 
as a Yale faculty member, may be immaterial • They have 
popular appeal. They add to the crowded daily incidents which 
picture the tyranny and contempt for human life and happiness 1 ■ 
by communist, Nazi or Fascist forms of government and the 
victims 1 hate for laws and authorities. 

"Ify Retreat From Russia* is a story of the little people, 
the pawns of world politics, of which Petrov was one. As that,

Great upheavals In the communist empire are slated to follow the loss of the 
Korean war* Not a mere setback to the communists, but an absolute reversal, the 
loss of that i*ar threatens their grip in other places of the world* It means 
loss of face in the face-conscious Orient, sets back their time-table of conquest, 
challenges the myth, of the infallibility of Stalin and represents the first tjme 
that a piece of territory has slipped from communist control, 

The^myth of the infallibility* of Stalin is one of the most serious violations* 
This myth must be preserved at all costs* It makes inevitable a severe \hake-up 
in the Soviet high command* Somebody must be the scapegoat* Molotov was demoted 
from his post as Minister of Foreign Affairs after the failure of r the Berlin block- 
ade* Alreadjy, the experts in New York say, the. signs are present that a majqr 
crisis is in« the making <— perhaps amounting even to a split in the Politburo. 
It is predicted that some leaders will disappear and* others, ;who have been, little 
heard of, will* be brought forward* 

Not only is there a crisis brewing in the Russian Communist Party, but there 
is a major shake-up approaching in the East German Communist Party* Our experts 
described as nothing short of sensational the line*which is being taken by the 
Moscow radio* The charge is made over it that the East German 'Communist Party 
is shot through with Trotskyism* This is a charge of the utmost seriousness in 
Communist Party ranks* It can only portend a purge* And the name of Gerhard 
Eisler* the former Comintern agent in this country who skipped :bail<and .escaped 
on the liner Batory, seems to be slated to lead all the rest + 

Also, look for the name of Noel Field to pop into the headlines soon. He 
is a former State Department figure whose disappearance in Europe several months 
ago caused considerable wonderment* 

KREMLIN PLANS SET BACK A YEAR 

Perhaps the most important result ^q^^^ 
as-a-consequence-of the -reversals^ Korea, that the time-table for aggression 
has been set backward* Two of our best-informed experts in the international 
sphere agreed that if the Reds had succeeded in Korea, if they had swept us of f 
the peninsula as they had expected^ then other aggressions would have happened 
soon, with a paralyzing move in Germany high on the * agenda* 

But that schedule .has now been upset* The thing happened just the other way 
around* It is highly doubtful now if the Kremlin will get back onto its time- 
table for another year — ■ maybe two years* Moves into Yugoslavia do not seem 
likely any time soon* Even big-scale stuff in Asia is set back, certainly any- 
thing which zaigjit bring a show-down, such as an invasion of Formosa at the 
present time* The successes of Ho Chih-Minh against the French and the Viet 
Namese in Indo-China provides some measure of propaganda comfort to the 
communists,, but they do not begin to balance what has happened in Korea* 
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In the political ^Lre, the Kremlin will be forcec^o recoil and regroup* 
The prediction, made by this Bulletin in its first issue, that Moscow will put 6tf»\ 
a peace offensive, is being substantiated by events* Many persons think, from 
the term w peace offensive" that it is southing open, plainly discernible a^d. * v 
even dramatic in its initial* stages* Bat that is not, the way the coamxnists 
work*. Their peace offensive is likely to be hidden, subterranean, and devious in 
the early stages* It can be discerned only by close attention to many little 
things. A pattern of easing down the cold war can be traced in some recent events* 

RETURN OF THE UNITED FRONT 

The experts, both in Washington and in New York, predicted that we shall soon 
see a return of that old pre-war favorite — the "United Front" policy* 

Signs which point to this arei 

(1) Vishinsky has recently made a speech foreshadowing this policy* , ^ 

(2) William Z, Foster, head of the American Communist jterty, has written 1 
an article, couched in double-talk^ but indicating the a^me thing — even to 
suggesting that the comrades support President Truman au& the Fair Deal, candidates,, 

(3) From Paris comes the word, that in the. past three weeks communists have 
been called off from their direct sabotage of. rearmament* • 

(U) An Associated Press story from Paris recounted that a new policy has 
been promulgated, in "Cahiers du Commanisme*S the same. French communist organ 
used to signalize the change of American leadership from Browder to Foster* The 
new policy is to work more closely with French labor groups like Workers Force 
and Christian Unionists in a united front, linking the "battle for bread" with 
the "battler for peace 1 ** Some success is already reported for this policy, with 
those non-communist labor groups joining the communists in several instance's* 

Of course, the kind of United Front they anticipate is the sam kind looked, 
forward, to by a python with a rabbit* 

Ih the kind of thing we have here — a cooling off of the cold war as a tac- 
tic — we should^ not confuse it with, anything of greater promise* It is a short- 
term policy* It is not to be confused with an admission by Moscow that capitalist 
stabilisation has been attained, that, therefore, the great tidal movement of his- 
tory is at an, ebb for the Soviet Union and, it should lie dormant, risking no adven- 
tures in that period* This was the sort of thing admitted and announced by Lenin 
shortly after the close of the first World War* That period of ebb lasted until 
the great depression of the thirties — roughxy a period of ten to twelve years* 

One of our experts warned that, although otaiin has had his nose bloodied by 
the -events in Korea and has been given cause to think by such events, they are 
not enough to cause him to consider that capitalist stabilisation has been 
reached and to draw in his" horns over a* long period of time. If, in a year or 
so, Stalin gets two more such set-backs, his Georgian caution will be greatly 
stimulated toward the stabilization theory, but hardly otherwise* The expert 
who expressed this view went on to say that, whereas there have been no popular 
uprisings in the satellite countries of Europe, a new spirit is bound to infuse 
the people there, now, after Korea. They are bound to be. thinking in terms of 
"Well, if it can be thrown off in Korea, why not here?" The satellite citizen f s 
reaction to Korea is a thing which Stalin and his advisors will have to wor?y 
about* 
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SOME INDICATIONS FROM THE "WEST 



Coincident with evidences of the tactical cooling down of the cold war on the 
part of the Kremlin are signs from our own camp that, we would. meet the Soviets 
half way* Winston" Churchill this ipast week has made a speech in*which(he 
reversed his field, turning from his generally pessimistic reading of world 
events to one which held that the prospects for general peace .have been greatly 
enhanced by Korea. He intimated the way is open for negotiation and settlement 
f jf or the long term* At least one of our New York [group expressed the opinion 
^/that, right now* secret meetings are going on between the British and the

Some very big stakes are now on the boards for which -the British Foreign 
Office is playing, according to this expert* Our State Department is feeling 
consistent pressure (and in some quarters it is not being .resisted, to say the 
least) to make compromises and deals which look toward the following set-up* 

(1) Getting the Russians out of East Germany* 

(2) Re-uniting Germany* 

(3) Making long-term settlements over Germany as a whole# 

(U) Getting a commitment (for whatever it is worth) that the Soviet 
I Union will 1 make ho further .advances either in Europe or Asia* 

j(5) Getting a peace-treaty with Japan, agreed upon by the Big Three* 
In return for this* 

( (1) Red China* would be recognized by us* 
j(2) Red 1 China would be admitted as a permanent member of the Security 
Council of the United Nations * 
(3) Formosa would be abandoned by us* ^ 
(h) The Oder-Neisse line would be off icially marked as, the Eastern* 
boundary of Germany* 

Some of the group took the view that Mao Tae-tung did mot move against Korea 
because of his confidence of gaining points 1, 2 and' 3 in the list immediately 
above* It was regarded as an M aforegone conclusion?" that our State Department 
would cause the 7th F£eet to be called away from its guard duty over the straits 
of Formosa at an early date* They also pointed to the many indications that the 
United States is * marching straight toward recognition and .acceptance of Red China 
on the Security-Council* . . . 

THE WAKE ISLAND MEETING ' ' 

Ail of this brought the group in New York'. around to the point of discussing 
President Truman *s trip to Wake Island, which had culminated' just that day in a 
one-hour meeting between the President and General MacArthur, plus a. two-hour 
meeting of all officials* 

The view generally taken was that the President "laid down the law" to 
MacArthur, on 1 the general foreign. policy line of the United States* It was, not 
much of a consultation, they opined; but rather the issuance of orders from the 
Commander in Chief, in person ~ an action which could not be disregarded or 
misunderstood by General MacArthur* They pointed out that General Mac Arthur 
had been something of a law unto himself in the Western Pacific and .had 
frequently disregarded instructions, particularly those from, the State Departs 
-toent* Only recently, the President had had occasion to order withdrawn a 
statement wjiich- the General + had made to r the -Veterans ot ^Foreign* Wars on the 4 
necessity of holding Formosa* 
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One speculation, offered purely as such by a member of the Analysis Board 
who knows General MacArthur, was to the effect that General MacArthur had 
resigned because of the way he had been slapped down about the Formosa statement 
and because he did not want to be a party to what he regarded as an appeasement 
policy* The Presidents journey in this theory was to dissuade him from the 
resignation, entirely if possible, and, if the General persisted, to get him to 
hold of f the announcement until after the elections * 

SUMMAKT 

Upheavals in the Russian and German Communist Parties are due* 
The* schedule of aggression by Soviet Russia should be set back by a year* 
One of the main' gambits in the ensuing M Peace Offensive* is the "United Front" ♦ 
Signs are seen of British mediation, to reach a settlement in which Formosa 
would be abandoned and Red China recognized* 



One of the most shameful aspects of Communism is the system of slave labor 
camps 1 which % are maintained for political prisoners in the Soviet Union. Their 
existence is vehemently denied by the Kremlin and all Communists* 

Today in this country there are men who can meet this denial with the most 
devastating reply possible* w I was there!* They are banded together in the 
Association of ^Former Political Prisoners of Soviet Labor Camps* David J* 
Dallln^ whose book "Forced Labor in Soviet Russia* did so much to uncover

The game for the .minds of people/goes on lustily* Coxmminism. scores plenty of 
hits. and runs while democracy occasionally makes a base ♦ This;gape is played with 
superb skill by our enemies, but our role < is often that of a rank novice* Our 
poor grasp relating to political or psychological warfare is . frequently cited .as

So effective was their work that large sections of the public came to firmly 
believe that Chiang Kai-Shek embodied t^ central evil that , kejpt* Asiatic masses 
in perpetual slavery* On our policy^nak^aevel this perf ididus* campaign was 
even more deadly* vQl' 

Advisors, whose allegiance lay in tlie East; , persuaded' us to leave the Chinese 
government in the lurch and play ball with the "agrarian reformers ♦" Only after 
the debacle there did it become clear. how purposeful and efficient was this 
propaganda* 

It is generally agreed that the New York Times reflects much of America*s 
thinking and sets- the; journalistic tone for many papers across the nation* 
Its editors dramatically confessed-our political bankrupt policy toward China. 
They cried lotidly that we were "bamboozled" and * "swindled? :f or , accepting Mao 
and his cohorts as genuine peasant leaders, but characteristically refusedr.to ~ 
suggest a more likely and stringest policy, f<>r future guidance* This pattern 
of defeatism remains unchanged* Those forces *in Asia battling communist 
aggression, who deserve our aid are plastered as "little Chiang Kai-Sheks*" 
Bao Dai in Indo-China, Synghman Rhee in Koreai <luirino in the Philippines and 
Chiang in Formosa are unremitting targets for the pro-communist preachers of 
defeatism,

If America accepts their thesis, we would be £eft with $o Alternative . but 
to seek communists as allies in Asia in our fight "to defeat comwunism. And 
this is exactly the purpose of their propagandas 

America's refusal to heed such defeatism when the Greek civil war broke out 
was a* principal. factor in saving that, nation f ran becoming another Soviet 
.satellite* " ' ' ■ * 



Another phase ofNtfiis propaganda that jellifies our resistance .to red imperial- 
ism is the argument tjaat masses, especially in Asia, are economically more secure 
under communist regimes* This specious line, like the big lie, has been repeated 
often enough to be accepted as fundamental truth in sections of America inhabited 
by opinion-makers — .; newspapers, magazines* radio, universities, etc* 

Typical of such reasoning is. the Times 0 published article by Columbia Univer- \ 
sity 9 s Nathaniel Peffer, a recognized authority on Asia in opinion-making circles* 
Dwelling on the intellectuals 8 (opinion«makers 9 ) role in China, he writes- "Near- v 
ly all of them have reconciled themselves to communism on the reasoning that 
political democracy must come after a durable foundation is laid to society and 
that if democracy^ privileges must be sacrificed to establish an economic order 
in which hunger is hot the ordained portion, the price is not too big** How 
Peffer and his co-thinkers are privy to the inner thought processes of Chinese 
intellectuals under the red dictatorship is a matter for speculation* If he has 
taken a personal opinion poll in that country, it remains a deep secret* 

This type of propaganda, Board Members pointed out, can be countered by hard 
elementary facts * A|t the time Professor Peffer wrote his piece China experienced 
probably one of its worst famines in recent years* 

Nor is famine uncle r communism limited to Asia, The severest one ever suffered 
by the Russian people was under Staling r regime in 1932-33 * Czarism at its worst 
was never guilty of an agrarian policy that engendered mass hunger on so huge a 
scale* 

Even rebellious communist nations are not exempt from totalitarian mismanage- 
ment* Tito°s agrarian policies plunged the Yugoslavs into a desperate crisis* 
Had not America intervened with food supplies, Tito*s subjects would have paid 
dearly in health and life for the "economic security" of communism* 

In pre-war Eastern European countries, however feudal in outlook, there was 
no history of mass famine* Yearly crops yielded a sufficiency to keep the people 
from knowing hunger 'as an organized way of life. Communism is unique in that 
people under it are doled the minimum of food that represents the difference 
between chronic underfeeding and acute starvation* s 

Throughout history people have migrated from famine areas to lands that 
promised foodo Today the mass exodus is from communist countries to the West* 
Ample testimoney is offered by thousands of refugees that their flight was 
motivated need for more food* There is no noticeable trek from West to East* 

The incessant propaganda in behalf of communism on grounds of ^economic 
security 5 * is seldom 'challenged by facts* For this reason it readily finds its 
way into the press, jradio, campus and pulpit* It is natural for people to accept 
such ideas if they hear little or nothing from our side* 

Board Members suggest that affiliated organizations of the All=Aaeriean Confer- 
ence can effectively make our side heard in every community in which we live* 

Wherever and whenever defeatist propaganda finds its way into the press* or radio/ 
letters should be sent to the editor or station manager pointing out the facts. 

It is not implied that editors and radio executives are subversive* But it is 
the naked truth that ignorance of such matters often prevents these key personnel 
from realizing they are being used as political Typhoid Marys* If friendly relations 
are established with them, it will facilitate acceptance of our views and alert them 
to any devious defeatist propaganda*

Modern wars are Just as political as they are military. Communists realize 
this and give guerilla f ighters equal status with regular military units * Politi-

Communist guerillas in Asia pattern their strategy after the 1 successes of 
their comrades in Russia. Mao fl s victory in China has demonstrated its workabili- 
ty everywhere o In this kind of fighting, communists have measured their enemies 
correctly,, Th«y have found no better way of bleeding them white o In Malaya, for 
example, British and Malayan troops kill an average of three communist guerillas 
a day, but at a cost of over $33,000*00 per redo }

Can the West combine politics and arms in its fight against communism? Some 
800,000, 000 people are under its domination covering one-third o!f the world 8 s area. 
Sizable bodies of men and women refuse to be digested by the totalitarian state. 
In China alone, according to Chou En-Lai, 2 $0,000 guerillas consume ho small part 
of the governments finances and energy. They will continue to harass the reds 
until they are wiped but, or get enough aid and support to organize a formidable 
army of liberation against their oppressors* ' 

Guerillas can 9 1 -long operate unless, in addition to outside aid, the civilian 
population cooperates with food, shelter, informsition, etc. Civilians won't under- 
take this hazardous chance unless they are sure whatever sacrifices they make will 
not be in vain. If they are morally certain their cause is just 1 , then every raid 
against government installations will fortify their belief in final victory,, 

Several Board Members pointed to China as an excellent proving ground for sub- 
versive warfare against world communism. Unlike the Russian regime, its leaders 
have far from consolidated their rule* This country is plagued by famine and dis- 
content* Raids from Formosa and guerilla forays from within will contribute sub- 
stantially toward, preventing Mao and his comrades from establishing a monolithic 
state in the near future o | 

China^ too, is a financially inexpensive country to begin operations. One 
American dollar will buy many thousands of Chinese dollars 0 Human imagination 
will not be hard pressed to realize what this would mean in terms of an informa- 
tion service and other aids to permit the anti-communist guerilla movement greater 
scope of activity* ! 

If this strategy- sounds shocking, Board Members point to the. harsh fact that 
red China is at war with us now. It is an undeclared war as yet and for this 
reason is to the immense advantage of the communists. Hordes sweep down on our 
troops from Manchuria, but we may not pursue them to their bases beyond the Yalu 
river. This is a form of guerilla war on a grand scale.

Why did China wait until our troops captured most of Korea before attacking us? 
It would have been no problem to maintain supply lines when the Korean reds had our 
men squeezed in a tight corner in the southern tip of the country. If Mao chose 
then, his anay could have added the necessary push to drive ours into the sea. 

One of the. Board Members described China's intervention as a war of limited 
j liability. It is a ganble that forces America to recognize Mao's regime as the 

principal factor in dealing with Asia. He is surely aware of the very dangerous . 
\ game he started, but banks on appeasement policy to dominate Washington* * 

Several experts feel that Mao would never dare this kind of gamble if he for 
a moment believed America would promptly retaliate by bringing the war home to him* 
The Kremlin is undoubtedly behind" this politico-military venture. Vthile th6re is 
considerable guidance from Russia, events show tfaat'lfao is acting a good deal on 
his own* 

China certainly is not prepared for an all-out war* While she does have ample 
manpower, her productive capacity is far from adequate to wage campaigns on the 
high technical level demanded by modern .warfare.' Her army is equipped with 
assorted weapons, the best of which are Japanese, American and Russian. Native 
industry is not tooled to produce arms of comparable quality* 

Serious complications will result from this deficiency. Without standardization 
of weapon parts or ammunition, Mao 'smarmy will inevitably bog dowi from lack of re- 
placements. Much of this can be balanced by guerilla war plus supplies from Russia. 
But the Soviet factories can only replace parts for iis own weapons. They are not 
equipped to make parts for American or Japanese weapons. 

The opinion was expressed that China will dare an all-out war only with Russian 
assurance that the latter will participate as an active ally* It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether the Kremlin feels ready to match Russian* industry with America's* 
For this reason some Board 'Members contend that a bold, forthright challenge to 
Peiping would not be amiss* If told to stop their aggression or suffer the penalty 
of having the war brought to China in full fury, it is felt we still have a chance 
to stave off World War III. 

SUMMARY 

Modern warfare is highly political, and a thorough understanding of, this is in- 
dispensable to victory* 

We mast begin now by winning the battle for the minds of people. In America 
this can be done by opposing defeatist propaganda appearing in all ,media of commu- 
nications p whether by intention or ignorance* 

We should subsidize and encourage guerilla forces in China, for they are the 
nucleus of our future allies against communism in Asia* 

America should demand withdrawal of Chinese troops from Korea on penalty of 
having its industrial center^ bombed* 

China lacks advanced technical industry for modem war, but her guerilla stra- 
tegy will be an important compensating factor*

Rumors and predictions by radio commentators that the Pally Worker will

KARCANT0FIO and ABT filed motions with, the S,A*C,B* to quash the entire 

proceedings against the Communist Party brought by the U* S* Attorney General 

under the McCarran Act on the grounds that the Richardson board, had no legal 

status; They fortified" their arguments against the 'Internal Security Act by 

liberal quotes from President Truman » Attorney General McGrath* and Supreme 

Court Justice Tom Clark as having doubts as to the*constitutionality of the Act* 1 

In their brief they stated: 

"The issue is not Communism; the issue is the Constitu- 
tion of the United States* The constitutionality of the 
McCarran, Act will be adjudicated in this first test of the 
law* 6 

"We have undertaken to serve as attorneys in these 
proceedings because we believe that they involve the gravest 
issues of liberty under the Constitution ever to be pre- 
sented before the courts and the people of this country* 
At stake are nothing less than the fundamental tenets of 
^American democracy* 



■•the Act destroys the /basic freedoms of a democratic 
nation. By legislative fiat, it outlaws a political party 
and an entire system of political thought, denies freedom* 
of association to its adherents and* creates the new crime 
of political heresy, The Act imposes this system i of thought , 
control upon the whole people, proscribing every organisa- 
tion and penalizing every individual deviating from the 
authoritarian standards of political conformity that Congress 
declares to be orthodox, 

"The impact of the Act as a whole upon American 
liberties is far greater than the sum of its separate in- 
vasions of constitutional guarantees. It rejects the Bill 
of Rights in entirety. It is repugnant to every American 
tradition and democratic concept* For the first time in 
history an Act of Congress repudiates the democratic process 
itself, -

Meanwhile the Senate has set up a 'Subversive Activities sub-committee 
of its own under the powerfulj Judiciary Committee headed by Senator Pat McCarran 
of Nevada, Three other Democrats: Eastland of Mississippi, Smith of North 
Carolina, and 0' Conor of Maryland and three Republicans: Jenner of Indiana, 

Ferguson, of Michigan, and tfatkins\of Utah make up the new sub-committee. Some

sharp political maneuvering in the Senate Rules Committee trimmed the original 
appropriation of $200,000 for two years investigation to $100,000 for one year. 
Senator Sllender of Louisiana slowed up.matters still more by refusing unanimous 
consent to bring out legislation putting the new committee in business. 



"Senate leadership, Democratic as well as Republican, apparently felt 
that the House Un-imerican Activities Committee as it istpresently run has 
either purposely sidestepped and avoided a number of important angles of the 
communis* problem or that it was simply beyond the capacity of the staff to 
handle everything. The whole malodorous and intolerable hush-hush situation, 
with respect to continued and defiant commy- coddling in the motion picture 
industry, should be given a good public airing by a competent and fearless 
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Senate investigation* After three years of silence, it is plain that the House

communists* This resolution, introduced by Senator Johnson of Colorado, stated 
that it was the "sense of the Senate" that films should not be ' transported in 
interstate commerce for exhibition purposes if they "were produced or directed 
by active fascists, Nazis, wartime collaborators of these two dictatorships or 
by Communist Party members and those who espouse communist Ideologies *" The 
resolution had' no legal weight or punitive teeth but ih effect warned 1 the motion 
picture people to clean house or else* 

On January 23rd, President Truman by executive order created a new 
commission entitled the "PHZSISSNT'S COMMISSION ON INTERNAL SECURITY AND 
INDI7IDDAL RIGHTS* • (CLS.I.R.) rieet Admiral Chester Nimit2 was named 
Chairman* The President instructed the commission to "make a thorough study of 
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the problem of providing for the internal security of the United States and at the 
same time protecting the rights and freedoms of individuals* - (The entire order 
and statiwne&t, by the President appeared in the January 24th, H. Y. Times J A few 
days later President Truman named the other eight members of C*I*S,I*R* While 
distinguished and patriotic citizens, not one appears to have the slightest, even 
nodding acquaintance, with the whole vast, complex, and baffling problem- of sub- 
version and communism*

A Scrlpps-Howard editorial, commenting on Admiral Simitz's appointment, 

applies with even greater congency to the less well-known members of' his commission* 

■Admiral Nimitz, who will head the board, is a man of 
unquestioned integrity and patriotism* He undoubtedly has 
a sound.and firm conception of the traditional liberties 
that go with American citizenship. But what he knows about 
the difficult, baffling business of spotting, tracking 
down, and combating the insidious influences and subversive 
activities of the Communist vermin, remains to be demonstrated."

As far as the Research Staff of this Division has been able to ascertain, 
no totally Innocent "person has been unjustly accused (or maliciously ^sap-ared;" A 
few borderline or doubtful cases (less than five) 'have been slightly pinked. All 
the rest of the national screaming and moaning from I ekes to the New Republic and 
from the AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION to the Daily Worker has been as phony as 
a seven dollar bill* 

Let us examine thoroughly Just which recourses ;are available to any, 
American unfairly accused.of having ^picked up * a non-criminal * non-indictable 
front record, innocently or wittingly. Innoqent^ or guilty there are four end 
only four possible ways out* 
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One* A complete, total and unequivocal denial. All records and 
documents cited; are. forgeries, fabrications, or simply do not exist* Or in every 
case, their names were used without their permission or knowledge and they will 
promptly bring legal action for damages against all publications and organiza- 
tions which injured them* To date not a single known case of this type has 
arisen. 

Two* Complete and frank admission of the record on the basis that 
this is a free country and* until laws are passed prohibiting the support of 
communist front organizations and causes, any American has a perfect right to 
Join-and support ahy*cause or movement no matter how repugnant to the rest of 
the country. As free and independent Americans, he or she has the right and will 
continue to support and Join * any and all organizations, movements, or causes 
they see fit to do, no matter how unpopular they may be to the majority of other 
Americans* To date not a single alleged ^innocent smear victim* has elected 
this way out. 1 

Three* An equally honest and frank third alternative is an honest 
and sincere admission of all past front activities on grounds of carelessness, 
bad advice, lack of time or facilities to check, and similar reasons* Franklin 
P* Adams, for example, when he found he had been roped $n by the phony communist 
•CULTURAL AND SCIENTIFIC CONFERENCE FOR WORLD PEACE* two years ago, promptly 
withdrew his name, admitted cheerfully he had been a sucker and denounced the 
communist fraud. Those selecting this alternative obviously have a duty to 
denounce those who roped them in, they should make a categorical and unequivocal 
repudiation of all commy fronts with which they may have been connected and make 
some sort of assurance against being used as chumps again by designing commy 
swindlers. To date less* than a half dozen honest Americans have chosen this 
way out of a dilemma * 
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Fourth alternative* (This might be called the crawfish exit, or "I 
can explain* every thing* technique,) It'hasrbeen used too often by too many 
different people in a curiously uniform and identical fashion to have been 
arrived at individually or spontaneously* It is an extemely interesting tech- 
nique for experts to study and was 'probably concocted by some astute comay 
lawyers. Confronted with an embarrassing record of past front activities, the 
accused fellow traveller and/or commy stooge first traces his long American back- 
ground, if he has one, all the way back to the Mayflower or at least Washington's 
Army* 

Next he or she<casually rings in a brace of Supreme Court justices 
and a couple of dozen .assorted ^nationally prominent people as his -or her closest 
bosom pals. All this is then clinched^and fortified with. a stack of highly 
laudatory reference letters from more national celebrities and magnificoes bound 
to impress even the most cynical and sophisticated. Then-comes a long and 
touching recital of the magnificent patriotic, charitable, and altruistic con- 
tributions made to America by the poor victim of vicious "red-baiters* and 
■McCarthyism,* This is generally a tear-jerker of the first order* 

Finally comes the .nasty business of refuting the alleged* front and pro- 
communist .record, This is really good! There is no-blanket denial. There is 
no honest or defiant open admission. There is no honest attempt to admit past 
mistakes or to make amends or assurances of future correct behavior. Instead, 
we get the following. Like Caesar -s Gaul oneU inconvenient front record is 
carefully studied and broken into three parts for three separate and distinct 
treatments. 

The comparatively unimportant and least damning front affiliations are 
cheerfully conceded and joked off as of small consequence. Busy* important, and 
well-intentioned people that they are, they carelessly gave money, lent their 
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names* or otherwise helped the commies without realizing* what they were^doing. 
Affiliations with-fronts withJ.which* any prominent non-communists^ and highlyj 
respected citizens were also connected are boldly^admitted' and defended. Par- 
ticularly so if a couple* of { V+ S; Senators, >high; church prelates* Mrs; Eleanor 
Roosevelt, or other 'highly placed^ people* also* lent 'their .names. 

The really bad ones* those on theU* S; Attorney; General's list of 
subversive organizations and others long known to "be open* adjuncts of the 
Communist Party- such as AMERICAN YOUTH POR DEMOCRACY, which .was nothing more 
than the YOUNG COMMUNIST LEAGUE under a new name, are given what might be called 
their amnesia brush-off ♦ They simply cannot remember - r imaybe* they/ did;.- maybe ^ 
they did mot belong. Anyhow, if they did, *they never* participated actively, 
merely .permitted use* of their name as^a sponsor or perhaps, donated !i two dollars. 
Or -they claim that they demanded that their mames be withdrawn-after'they learned, 
years later, that their ^good names ^had been used without their -permission. Such 
demands unfortunately < never having been made a. matter of public record. 

Summed up, the obviously dishonest and insincere 'crawfish 18 technique 
makes no admission of guilt, { concedes no more than is absolutely necessary, 
brazenly/ denies' all that may be. hard; to prove or clinch, betokens no^contrition 
for mischiefs donei* evinces no ;desire to makeamends r and finally makes no * 
assurances even* against engaging , in future^pro-communist front activities, * ' 
Significantly, practically all of those trapped^ thus* far by their own records * 
have cagily adopteds this; fourths alternative* 

There i*» of course, a fifth alternative, but it is completely frivolous 
and thus far has not been seriously advanced by anyone; That is the out of nolo 
contenders or in* effects saying: "I am much too busy and uninterested" to discuss 
anything of this sort; Don' t you 1 think it will* be a nice ;day^ tomorrow if * it does 
not rain?' Good day." ' ! ' 
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It is quite possible for a lot of rats to infest a building for years 
without anyone except experts suspecting their presence or soaking a guess as to 
their exact number and location. Let the building catch .» fire or become flooded 
or catch a few rats in traps and the resultant squealing and scurrying around by 
rats looking for an exit will surprise even seasoned rat-catchers, who may have 
had a fairly good idea as to the number and type of rats gnawing* away in the 
dark corners* 

1 Pretty much the same thing 6 has happened in this country where sub- 
version and treason in the past was either never suspected or dismissed as 
relatively uniwport ant and isolated* How the world is starting to smoulder. 
There is a^hot war in Korea with heavy American casualties* The -Amerasia' case, 
ALGER-HISS, HARRY GOLD, iPUCHS, and other evidencesof rodent activity in our 
midst have at long last awakened and alarmed intelligent Americans* A few 
editorial cretins and bleeding heart phony liberals are still trying to argue 
that innocent bunny rabbits are being mistaken for and persecuted as rats, 
but the average man and woman of ordinary intelligence knows a rat when he or 
she sees one* And they donH like what they see J '

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"Why I Escaped/ The Story of Peter Pirogov, (Duell, Sloan and Pea rce, 
Hew York, 1950)* 



The memoirs of the Soviet airman who in 1948 escaped from Russia to 
the American Zone in Austria should make absorbing reading for anyone interested 
in living conditions in Soviet Russia and, more particularly, in Russian military 
affairs* The storieis of Russian. poverty, filth, disorganizations and hopeless- 
ness, as well as of the brutality of the Soviet regime which hit an early peak 
during the collectivization period are familiar to any student of Bolshevik 
Russia, although Mr» Pirogov tells the story with greater skill and conviction 
than most of the writers who preceded him* Perhaps the greatest news conveyed 
by Pirogov is that, despite all bureaucratic controls and M*V*D* terror* a re- 
sourceful man can escape the Bolshevik inferno provided he has a great deal of 
courage, does a thorough planning job and has Lady luck on his side* 

The military reader will be interested 1 to learn that, according to 
Mr* Pirogov 8 s experience in the Soviet Air Porce^ disaffection. is.widespreadr 
The. Sovietimasters are: so- doubtful' about' the loyalty of their flying personnel 
that they give them gasoline only for thirty-minute flights. Soviet aviators 
rather frequently vent their displeasure in semi-mutinies* And let us»not be 
over-awed by the efficiency of the Soviet control apparatus* Despite all the 
investigating*and re-investigating a potential defector and a strongly oppo- 
sitional element like Pirogov was found reliable enough to participate in the 
May air parade over the Red Square * 

The reader is left with the perhaps too hopeful impression that low 
morale makes the Soviet war machine less imposing than it would appear if only 
the numbers of planes, gans and divisions are counted* If this were true, why 
is not American policy directed to weaken Soviet military power further by 
embarking on effective psychological warfare and by stimulating the defection 
of Soviet personnel? 



'Comes the Comrade, * By Alexandra Orme 9 (William Morrow & Company , 
Hew York, 1950) ♦ 



This reviewer is not given to the use of superlatives, except in a 
critical sense* But he does not hesitate to say that Alexandra Orme^s "Comes 
the. Comrade* is the best key to unlocking the enigma of Russian psychology yet 
to appear in: print* It is far more illuminating than the amateurish attempts 
of presumed psychologists who try to explain the Russian soul through the diapers 
of Russian children. The author, a Polish aristocrat, collected her impressions 
not in Russia but in Hungary where she suffered "liberation, * She succeeded: in 
unraveling the Russian mind because she spoke the Russian language, which put 
her quite apart from the majority of western experts who base their conclusions 
on visual observation or on the say-so of translators^ 

If a propagandist wants to find out whether educated Rassians become 
officers or privates; why the Russian officers prefer to live in dingy peasant 
huts rather than princely chateausf what the Russians do with toilet paper? how 
they live on the land and how they find their way through the maze of a dozen 
different command channels, he will have to read Alexandra Orme* A diplomat who 
wants to negotiate with the Russians also would do well to familiarize himself 
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with the tricks the resourceful Polish girl developed. Any person who may he 
in danger of being liberated by the Soviets and any girl who wants to avoid 
being raped by the Russians will get useful hints from the experienced author. 
The reader interested in world^af fairs will jTind as much .profit in this book 
as any unpolitical .person eager :for a Hearty laugh* 



"Saersh,* by Nicola Sinevirsky, edited by Kermit and Milt Hill; 
(Henry Holt and Company, 1950 j $3*75)* Reviewed by §ylvia Crouch, 



tt Smerstf is a book of unusual importance and interest, and its publication 
comes at a timely moment* r t is a book everyone should read, with the possible 
exception of young children and elderly people with weak hearts* The eye- 
witness accounts of NKVD tortures reveal the terrible fate in store for the 
United States and all democratic countries if Stalin is successful in his plans 
for world conquest* 

The book is the first-hand story of an anti-Communist Russian who 
succeeded in Joining the NKTO and spent seven months »as a translator in new 
and super-secret counter-espionage branch known as *Smersh" % The name is de- 
rived from two .Russian words, Smert Shplonam, meaning "Death to Spies*. He 
joined for the purpose of obtaining information on the inner-operations of the 
Soviet Secret Police* The author is a member of the National Alliance of Russian 
Solidarists, generally known as NTS, an organization of anti-Communist Russians 
operating as an » underground behind 1 the Red Curtain, 

As one reads the accounts of brutal' tortures by Soviet officials! he 
must wonder how human beings can sink so low* Sinevirsky 0 s book does much to 
explain this and he also* answers other instinctive questions as to what the 
NKJTD officers are like in .their personal and private lives and what they do off 
duty. The author had' to live in intimate social contacts with officers- and 
agents of "Smersh* and* the BKVD* His conclusions throw much light on the sub- 
ject of the philosophy and mental outlook of Communists* One of Sinevirsky^ 
superiors was General Kovalchuk, who had been an official of the Soviet Secret 
Police since the days of the 1917 revolution* Sinevirsky says: 

^Had Stalin and Kovalchuk and the other Communist 
fanatics not believed these things, they would have 
choked and drowned in the blood of the masses that was 
being shed by their hands, or perhaps they would have 
gone mad* Only a fanatical faith in what -one believed 
to be the truth could give him the power to endure this 
sort of work* Kovalchuk, as a Stalin henchman, had 
murdered for several decades without any pangs of con- 
science* without the torture that must taunt the mind 
of a slayer* 

* I /believed then* and I believe it more deeply now, 
that some day humanity will condemn Stalin's method of 
governing people*— a method built on violence, mistrust, 
terror, bloodshed, and literally millions of murders. I 
have no doubt of this, If the free world does not strike 
down the coiled snake of Red communism, it will find it- 
self paralyzed by the venom this snake will cause to 
spread through the veins of all civilized society. - 
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And in another part of the book* the author says I 

. "Stalin* who is destroying tens* of millions of the 
Hussian people in the name of communism* not only has 
committed a crime* hut from his own selfish standpoint 
has made a terrible mistake* He has pushed away from 
communism, the bulk of the peoples of Russia and thus 
has done away with any chance of achieving his aims* 
Even if he were a follower of Nietzsche's ideas he has 
murdered unnecessarily „ But Stalin never will realize 
this* Nietzsche argued that great men were beyond the 
generally accepted principles of good and evil. Stalin, 
with the tremendous means he has at his disposal, will 
go on destroying hundreds of millions of people, both 
inside and outside Russia, in the name » of communism. n 

Any non-Communist reader will admire Sinevirsky*s courage and will 1 
wonder how he was able to endure the sight of tortures inflicted in his pre- 
sence without betraying himself and through his expressions revealing.his- 
_ mental anguish; and^helpless-rage; In fact, he almost broke down near the end 
of his seven months 1 experience* 

"Smersh* should be must reading for every member of our intelligence 
agencies, for all aray officers, leaders in The American Legion and: other 
veterans 1 groups, newspaper editors, teachers /and ministers* It is a book for 
the general public, well written and from the first to the last page it holds 
the reader 1 s interest* The book will be a best-seller if it receives the 
publicity it deserves and the support of organizations and ! individuals interested 
in preserving our democratic institutions* 

The title may be the one weakness of the book* Until I read this 
book I had never heard of "Smersh,* although, I am an ex-Coamunist and spent 
thirteen years in the party* Unless proper publicity is given, I am afraid 
that most American readers — who, like me had never heard of "Smersh* — 
may not understand the important and sinister significance of the title*

OPERATION SOUTH 



Communism is a vast and complex subject. Few people have more than a 
meager conception of its operational methods and aims. The^problem is usually 
where to begin in such a study. An effective approach toward 'understanding 
American- communism — how it recruits members* organizes fronts and lays the 
ground work for a fifth column — is to take one section of the country and 
review the Party's. history there. An excellent illustration is the South. 

Until 1928 the Communist Party was entirely without organization in that 
part of the nation. It was no cause for surprise. Only two native Southerners 
were among the Party leaders. Both lived and worked, in New York. Robert 
Minor, son of a Texas. judge, and Paul Crouch were r destin6d to make communism 
a potent force in the South, (The latter has sinc^ibroken with the Party and 
is now a staunch fighter against it.) 

That year Crouch toured the South to investigate the possibility of placing 
the Party on the ballot, and to scout industrial areas fertile for communist 
infiltration. Washington, D, C, t was then, for all practical purposes, the 
Party f s Southern outpost. Two token branches livedo de tached existence in Rich- 
mond and Norfolk, Virginia, The few comrades were Russian immigrants who fled 
to this country from the Czarist police. 

They became successful in business, but not politics* Russian was still 
their mother tongue, and this was an effective barrier between them and native 
Americans, Their sole revolutionary activitjr**on$i*ted of endless tea drinking 
parties, and collecting dues for New York headquarters. Even. the police 
departments remained innocently unaware of their existence. 

Only one Daily Worker subscriber lived south of Virginia. Ben Smith, also 
a refugee from the Czarist police, moved to< Charlotte, North Carolina, where he 
became a.prosperous Junk dealer. From this precious contact t he , Party investiga- 
tor learned this area was an ideal concentration point for communist organiza- 
tion, Sfcrthermore, Smith offered substantial financial aid to organizers who 
would settle there. This was no small inducement, since even Party leaders 
efced out an existence on from ten dollars to twenty dollars a week, 

Charlotte was the center of the South* s major textile industry. The heaviest 
cluster of mills was at Gastonia, a short distance away. Throughout the entire 
industry wages were low, hours long and working conditions unbelievably bad. 
Selfish industrialists and short-sighted civic leaders must bear considerable 
responsibility for the first successful communist invasion of the South. The 
Party organizer, ,who first entered this area, admits he would have made no 
headway if humane efforts had been made to eliminate those conditions, 

Russian workers were living in comparable < or worse conditions, But southern 
workers knew little about Russia and cared less. They were desperately inter- 
ested in bettering their own conditions, and would ^turn to any group that showed 
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the slightest concern about their welfare. Many were later recruited into the_ 
Communist Party because they were .convince! it was the only organization that 
acted- in their behalf; It was not ftard for the© to believe the Party was sin- 
cerely dedicated to improving the lot of tne poor and downtrodden* 

PATTERN OP INFILTRATION 



A typical characteristic of Party infiltration in a new industrial area, 
at that time* was to first organize its own igaion. Extreme care was taken to 
keep the Party in the background* Reds posing as workers got jobs in mills to 
be organised* At a ripe moment strike struggles were begun and deliberately 
aggravated to tfce most bitter and violent degree* In one case* a police chief 
was shot and killed to hasten the tempo. Party branches then appeared to 
recruit strikers on the basis of their personal bitterness toward, management 
and law-enforcement officers — to them the face of the government* 

Such; tactics were successfully carried through in the historic Gastonia 
strike that erupted only eight months after the first communist organizer, 
entered that area* Working. conditions^ were such that only one Red ? who got a 
Job in the .largest mill, was able to muster the largest and most violent strike 
in Southern history. He was even skillful enough to build a strong union in 
the mill without management's slightest suspicion of anything afoot. 

FIRST COMMUNIST BRANCH 



Two weeks after the strike' began, communists organized their first working 
branch in the South* More than a score of young strikers were invited to a 
secret meeting in the nearby woods* There an organizer explained to them the 
political reasons for their intense hatred of mill owners and constituted 
authorities who sided with them* Only in a communist society could they be 
sure of an administration to serve them, not the- capitalists* Application 
cards were passed out and all promptly joined the Toung Communist league. A 
few weeks earlier most* if not all, had never heard of communism. 

Communist influence among the workers rose rapidly* Strikers and sym- 
pathizers Joined the Party in droves* A conference* in Bessemer City* North 
Carolina* addressed by William Z* Foster, drew more than five thousand members 
from one hundred mills in that area* But soon the tide began to turn. Communist 
hostility toward religion. and efforts to instigate racial antagonism repelled the 
workers* It began to dawn on them that Reds and their unions were not trying 
to establish better conditions in the South* 

REPS PROVOKE RACIAL STRIFE 

Especially revolting to the Southerner was the program of Self-Determination 
for Negroes, a carefully calculated plan to foment civil war between them and 
the whites* In areas where Negroes represented 50J6 or more of the population, 
they were exhorted to forcibly seize the local government and establish a Black 
Republic. Whites who resisted -were to be slaughtered* Such action was intended 
to incite a wholesale wave of lynching against Negroes. Survivors, out of 
sheer desperation, were expected to turn to the Communist Party as their sole 
protector. 

Although the Party performed more adroitly in later years, adapting itself 
to the regional temper, it still lacked the appeal to directly approach the mass 
of southern workers* Even the practice of Jim crow Party branches could not 
completely break down the wall of indifference around it. National membership 
always suffered a large turnover, but never so great as in the South* There are 
thirteen branches in this section of the country comprising two thousand members* 
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Not more than five hundred members are so-called old timers, who have been in 
the, Party at least twelve years. From three hundred to five hundred members- 
were recruited annually to fill the ranks left vacant by former Reds, who -now 
number about ten thousand in the South* 



INFLUENCE THROUGH* FRONTS 



Washington Analysis Board Members-pointed* out that communism 1 over-all 
influence in the South should not be judged from these figures* Reds have 
shown a genius for exerting power far beyond their actual numbers* While the 
Party was unable to sway Southerners directly, it has done* incredibly well 
through its fronts* For at least a dozentyears^its Southern. Conference for 
Human Welfare exercised a most potent influence throughout the South and, 
incidentally, the country* 

How communists can achieve considerable results with comparatively few 
militants can best be understbod by observing the state of Florida, where 
total members do not exceed two hundred fifty. About seventy-five of these 
comrades are in the Miami area* Until 1949 they held key positions in the 
Florida State CIO, including posts of president and state director of organiza- 
tion* Besides regular front organizations such as the Civil Rights Congress, 
International Workers Order and Progressive Party (one thousand registered 
voters in Miami), communists control or exert considerable influence in the 
following? 

The Unitarian Church of Miami} B'nai Brith and the Anti-Defamation League; 
AFL Painters and Printers Locals and Laundry Workers; four locals of the Ameri- 
can Veterans Committee* In all of these organizations the national leadership is 
anti-Stalinist** Throughout the trials of Bridges, Hiss and Remington, the Miami 
Herald leaned over backward to publish favorable statements made by their 
attorneys* Evidence introducedagainst them by former communists was usually 
ignored; 

According to Florida residents the international vice-president of the 
Cigar Makers Union* in the city of Tampa, for years was a leading state Party 
member* He and his comrades virtually control the AFL Labor Temple* The union f s 
official organ^ Internacional, published in Spanish, parrots the Party line. 
This and other Red publications can be found in the Tampa Labor Temple* Anti- 
communist papers and pamphlets are not available there* 



STALINIST CONTROL CAN BE ENDED 



This state of affairs could not exist if the people in Florida, expecially 
Miami, took a greater interest in civic and labor activity* Board Members 
agree that a little concerted action in these matters can easily effect a com- 
plete rout of the Reds* Residents in that area, who belong to organizations 
affiliated with the All- American Conference, should properly assume the lead 
in driving the handftil of commies from such important roosts*

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NATIONAL SECURITY UMT 

~ The UMT Bill, S. 4062, which was introduced by Senators Tydings and .Mai one 

on August 17, 1950, and supported by The American Legion, is still before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee where it has reposed since President Truman's UMT deferment 
letter pulled the rug out from under it on August 29. Since no further action is to 
be taken on it by the present Congress, a UMT bill will be reintroduced as soon as 
the 82nd Congress convenes in January. 

During the interim, however, The American Legion has not permitted this 
matter to remain dormant. National Commander Erie Cocke, Jr., and his staff have 
held many conferences with military and Congressional leaders . • . letters from 
Legionnaires and members of the Auxiliary to Senators and Congressmen have been kept 
at a steady pace. An attractive brochure containing graphs, other factual material, 
and a personal letter from the National Commander was prepared for the 531 Senators 
and Representatives. These were delivered in person, upon the reconvening of Con- 
gress on November 27, by Commander Cocke and the Washington office staff. A follow 
up letter from the Commander, and additional factual material was subsequently 
mailed to each member. Two more letters will follow early in January. .As space 
permits, we will carry some of this material in future Bulletins. 

More Monkey Wrenches ? 

Unfortunately, it takes a war, and the suffering, casualties and heart- 
breaks that go with it ... or an impending world catastrophe ... to Jar the 
American people into the realization that we have no available reservoir of trained 
manpower from which to draw fighting men in time of emergency . . . that there is no 
plan for such a reservoir, except The American Legion advocated system of Universal 
Military draining. 

•We should have adopted UMT, long ago . . . Isn't it awful that we send 
our men to Korea to fight, without having given them adequate training?' -These words 
are heard at every cross-road and street corner in our nation today. Our answer is: 
Yes! we should have . . . and isn't it . . . but what will the answer be tomorrow? 

The tense world situation . . . the reverses in Korea, and the evident 
shortage of trained manpower with which to meet the emergency at hand, have all 
combined to strengthen the thinking of a great many people, so that now it appears 
that the vast majority favor a UMT program. 

Do not be surprised when you read and hear that new organizations are 
springing up every day . . . each with a view to presenting soafe new form of Univer- 
sal Military Training or Service which is or may be divergent from the Legion's 
long established program to provide military training for the youth of a :free people 
... to keep them free. 

The membership of these groups will embrace the names of well Jcnown lead- 
ers in various fields of American endeavor . . . the names will be news . . . and 
they will have a better press and radio outlet than The American Legion. .Do :not be 
discouraged if The American Legion is played down in the UMT publicity .ahead. 

We appreciate the help of all in this vital undertaking. In spite of the 
fact that The American iegion and its Auxiliary have "carried the torch" f o.r a 
sensible military manpower training program to the cross-roads and grass roots of 
our country for 31 years, we welcome the assistance of all those who would now get

Automobiles for Amputees 

Senator Knowland, California, introduced S. 4227 on December 6, This, bill 
would authorise Federal assist payments up to $1600 on vehicles purchased by quali- 
fied amputee veterans of the Korean Theatre. Similar provision was made for vet- 
erans, of WW II ♦ Under the terms of Senator Knowland' s bill, the President shall 
define the limits of the Korean Theatre, and he shall also mark the termination of 
military, naval or air operations in such theatre. The incident causing amputation 
must have occurred after June 24, 1950. Eligibles wilX be, those who have suffered, 
the loss, or loss of use of one or both legs, at or above the ankle.

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82ND CONGRESS 

Reflecting the solemn attitude of its membership, the 'First Session of the 
82nd Congress got under way at noon, January 3rd. .All members are fully aware of 
the trying days and months ahead, and of the weight of decision that rests mpon 
them. Huge appropriations .for the Armed* Forces, defense production, and other Bat- 
ters related to the present conflict and the International situation will >e re- 
quired. The economy of all people in the Nation .will be affected by the action of 
this Congress. The American Legion's Job in the present Congress will be to suc- 
cessfully press for legislation that will provide equitable consideration for the 
veterans of the present emergency^ or their dependents ; to thwart any efforts put 
forth" to destroy the Veterans Administration, or minimize the veterans 1 benefits 
that have! been gained throughout the years. Veterans- preference in Federal employ- 
ment has been the target of sharpshooters for a long time. 3hey , are > already at work 
s An the new Congress. 

During the first two days of the Session, more than 950 public and private 
bills and resolutions were introduced in the House. No bills were introduced in the 
Senate until after the President's address on the •Statp of The Union* on January 
8tfc. Of the bills Introduced in the House, more than 600 were of a public nature, 
many of which directly or indirectly affect veterans and their dependents. Since 
our policy will be that of reporting only *the bills affecting veterans, their de- 
pendents or the program of The American Legion, we will not attempt to list the 
tJbiils, generally. As the legislation develops we will' carry the information in t a 
comprehensive manner. 

ORGANIZATION OF CONGRESS 

Senator Ernest W. McFarland, Arizona, was selected Majority Floor Leader 
of the Senate, and Senator Lyndon B. Johnson, Texas, was named Majority Whip. Demo- 
crats are the Majority party in both Houses. Senator Kenneth. S. Wherry, Nebraska, 
was chosen Minority Floor Leader, and Senator ieverett Salt ons tall, Massachusetts, 
is Minority Whip.' On the House side, Congressman Sam Rayburn, Texas, was re-elected 
Speaker, and Congressman John W. McCormack, Massachusetts, was again named Majority 
Floor Leader, and Congressman J. Percy Priest, Tennessee, Majority Whip. The Repub- 
licans selected Congressman Joe Martin, Massachusetts, (Speaker during the 80th Con- 
gress) as Minority Floor Leader, and Congressman Leslie C. Arends, Illinois, as 
Minority Whip. Senate and House committee organisation has not been completed. We 
expect to have that information in our next Bulletin. 

Politically, the Congress is made up as follows: SENATE: 48 Democrats; 
47 Republicans, and 1 Democratic-Liberal. HOUSE: 234 Democrats; 199 Republicans; 
1 Democratic-Liberal, and 1 Independent. World Wars I & II veterans. made gains in 
botlrHouses. 54 Senators, and 238 Representatives are now in that category, accord- 
ing to the facts available. Names of veterans In Congress will be published at an 
early date. , 

THE STATE OF THE UNION 

President Truman, on January 8, addressed the new Congress and » a Jam * , 
packed audience in the new rehabilitated chamber of the House of Representatives on 
the "State of the Union*. He emphasized the grave responsibility of the present 
Congress, and urged that defense production be expedited and increased, and that our

THE 21-DAY RULE ABOLISHED ; 

By a vote of 244 to 179 the new House of Representatives on. January 3rd, 
195L voted to restore the power of the Rules Committee to bottle up measures it does 
not' want 1 brought to a vote. The so-called 21-day rule had been adopted for the 
first time by* the 81sV Congress, This rule was the provision whereby, upon recogni- 
tion by the Speaker, the chairman of any- committee could ask that a bill which had 
received 1 committee approval and* been referred to the Rules Committee and remained' in 
the Rules Committee- unacted upon for 21 l days could be brought before the House for 
debate and vote. The advocates* of the 21-day rule- claim that the Rules Committee- 
has tended to use its power to prevent the House as a whole from even considering 
some important legislation that a majority of the committee's twelve members do not 
happen to like, and that this is a* perversion of the proper purpose of the Rules 
Committee, and explains why the' 21-day rule was invented. There are three methods 
by which the House membership can overrule the Rules Committee, to wit: (1); By 
petition of at least 218 of the House membership. (2). By the majority of the com- 
mittee which had approved the bill, taking the bill up on Calendar Wednesday, which 
comes twice each month while the House is in session, and (3)', by vote to discharge. 
These methods of getting around the Rules Committee are difficult and seldom used. 

AMENDING ^ THE AMERICAN -LEGION' CHARTER 

i Sihce^ our bill to amend the Charter of The American Legion to give added 
protection in the rights, manufacture and use of The American Legion emblem, etc. 
failed of passage in the 81st Congress, the bill* was reintroduced by Rep. LeCompte 
of Iowa on, Jan. 8, and is now known- as H.R. 1050. Bill is in House Judiciary 
Committee.

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UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING 

By, a clever bit of strategy, the Defense Department tacked their plan for 
Universal Military Service and Training to the Legion's UMI bill, S. 1, AS AN 
AMENDMENT. It seems almost a certainty that the Congress will accept the recom- 
mendations of the Defense Department to draft 3.8-year-olds for 27 months of service, 
and that there will be few exemptions. Through compromise we may be .able to cause 
provision for UMT to become effective, under civilian control, when the present 
emergency has terminated. For details please refer to •Legion's Position on Univer- 
sal Military Training* on page 5 of this Bulletin. 

ELIGIBILITY FOR LEGION MEMBERSHIP 

Public Law 895, amending the^charter of The American Legion, signed by the 
President on December 28, 1950 extends membership privilege to veterans of the 
present emergency. To be eligible, a veteran must have been in service on or after 
June .25, 1950, and must have an honorable * discharge therefrom, or continue to serve 
honorably after date of cessation of present hostilities, as determined by the 
United States Government. 

FEDERAL - BUDGET FOR 1952 

Forecasting a prolonged period of "belt tightening" for all U.S. tax- 
payers, the President asked Congress for a 1952 (July 1, 1951 to June 30, 1952) ap- 
propriation of $71.5 billion, and increased taxes which would bring, in at least 
$16.5 billions additional, each, year. This ^represents an increase over the 1951 
budget of about $24 billion,, although the 1951 budget may be increased by supple- 
mental appropriations before the end of this fiscal year, June^30th. 

The requests would .practically double the budget for' the Military Serv- 
ices, with the new figure being $41.4 billion. The increase in appropriations for 
•International Security and Foreign Relations* would Jump fromf $4.7 to $7.4 billion. 
Practically all other items in the budget -receive substantial increases, except 
•Veterans services and benefits". That item is being cut by more than $750 million. 

Having soft-pedaled controversial domestic issues in his •State -of the 
Union* message on /January j 8th, the President now recommends (1) a National Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission; (2) the Brannan farm plan ; (3) compulsory health 
insurance, .and (4) $300 million in Federal aid to States to improve elementary and 
secondary schools. 

The President recommended a? cutback in private residential construction 
financed by Federal funds, but more liberal insurance -f or loans financing low. cental 
units in defense areas. He indicated that extension of wage and price controls 
•appears inescapable', and that price and distribution ^controls would be augmented 
to the, extent that their full impact would be felt in the spring. 

important to the veterans program was the President's request for a slow 
down in. special benefits for veterans ? and their dependents, suggesting their needs 
would best be met through legislation for the entire population. 

The controversial "Fair Deal* aspects of the budget message met with im- 
mediate challenge in both Houses of Congress. , r 
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HOOVER COMMISSION ^ 

f As reported in Bulletin Number 35, the last of, the 81st Congress series, 

the Citizens Committee-f or^the^Hoover - Report Is* hot. accepting , the reverses it suf- 
fered; during 1950 in the matter of reorganization of programs and^agencies affecting 
the care and treatment of disabled veterans ; the administration of veterans affairs, 
and the long established preference in Federal Civil Service employment. The above 
Committee announced on January 14th that it had* singled out six' reorganization pro- 
posals as objectives to be reached in the new Congress, and stressed that these re- 
organization plans would be given special emphasis. The cited proposals would 
reorganize the following agencies and programs: Personnel Management (Civil Serv- 
ice) ; United Medical Administration (V.A. Medical program) ; Post Office Department; 
Veterans Affairs (Insurance) ; Interior Department, and Department of Agriculture. 

It will be noted that three of the six reorganization plans directly af- 
fect veterans, (a) 1 The Personnel Management plan would reorganize the procedure f 6f 
the Civil Service Commission and delegate responsibility of recruitment of personnel 
to the various government agencies, leaving the Civil Service Commission with super- 
visory control only; This would leave the gates wide open for all sorts of viola- 
tions of long established rules because it would not be possible for .the-CSCrto 
effectively supervise these dec?entralized-„activities with the limited personnel they 
now have, and Lit' is- a foregone conclusion that they would not be given the funds to 
hire adequate personnel for that purpose. In addition, the plan would eliminate the 
rule of three, and otherwise disrupt the present veterans preference if not elimi- 
nating it altogether, (b) A United Medical Administration is the repeated threat to 
take all medical activities out of the Veterans Administration,- and. lump them with 
all other Federal medical programs, including the Armed Services, Public, Health 
Service,; etc., (c) Veterans Affairs reorganization plan is directed primarily,' at the 
National Service Life Insurance* program, with a view to setting up a. new insurance 
corporation to administer government insurance matters;, 

We wish to carefully point out the fact that The American Legion has not 
been, nor is it now opposed to all recommendations of the Hoover Commission. We 
have actually supported some of them. The membership of the Legion .wants, economy, 
and efficiency in government just as much as any other group of taxpaying citizens. 
The Rehabilitation Commission 1 has' kept a watchful eye on the Veterans Administration 
and has often recommended time and'mohey saving changes* in its administrative pro- 
cedures. They will continue to do so. 

The American Legion does 1 not, however, want the economies in government to 
be solely at the expense of veterans' benefits. We remember too well the deplorable 
and outrageous suffering that followed the •Economy Act' of 1933. Our motto has 
been* 'let the economic hurts come to the veterans program last, this time, not first 
as it was then.' 

NATIONAL SECURITY Adequate Merchant Marine 

Having, witnessed the utter inadequacy of merchant vessels readily con- 
vertible to the needs of military troop and* cargo transport during WW I, The Ameri- 
can Legion as. long ago as 1922 went on record for a long range, privately owned 
merchant marine that would be available in time of war. ! The Experiences during 
WW IX substantiated the. foresight of the' Legion, and since 1945 we have continuously 
gone on record favoring a program of legislation designed to encourage private en- 
terprise to build, maintain and operate sufficient American merchant ships of proper 
sizes-and types to fully meet all demands of our national security. Legislative 
efforts to accomplish, this end have been- stymied from Congress to Congress; The 
Los Angeles Convention adopted resolution numbered* 695; which reaffirms our previous 
stand. On January 8th Senator O'Conor (Maryland), for himself and' Senator Magnuson 
(Washington), introduced S. 241 which embodies j the provisions of our recommended 
•long range* merchant marine program. {Referred .to *the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce., 

Armament Program 

Quickly following the President' s budget, message on, January 15, the De- 
fense Departiaeht came up with a plan, to implement the military ^product ion program 
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outlined in the message.' The cost of this program from now until June 30, 1952 is 
estimated to reach the staggering figure of $87 billion. This huge amount is exclu- 
sive of routine housekeeping and administrative costs such as payrolls, transporta- 
tion, etc. 

Civil Defense 

The Civil Defense Program contained in H.R. 9798, and which was introduced 
in the House by Rep. Durham of North Carolina on November 30, 1950 and passed by 
both Houses before the adjournment of the 81st Congress, was signed by the President 
on January IS, 1951, and is now Public Law 920 (81st Congress). The law provides 
for a Federal Civil Defense Administrator (former Governor Caldwell of Florida was 
appointed to the position) and Federal contributions to states for civil defense 
purposes. The law stipulates stringent security requirements and safeguards, and 
requires minute investigation of all persons who are to have knowledge of restricted 
information in connection with the administration of the program. Los Angeles Res. 
No. 697. 

Ships for the Navy 

The first bill to pass either House of Congress was H.R. 1001 on January 
17th. The bill was passed on roll call vote of 365 to none. Authorizing an expen- 
diture of $2 billion, the bill further provides for the new construction of 500,000 
tons of modern combat vessels of all types, as well as the conversion of one (1) 
million tons of existing vessels into modernized types. The new construction in- 
cludes an aircraft carrier of 57,000 tons, only slightly smaller than the USS United 
States which was scrapped, nearly two years ago. This action is in line with 
■Statement of Policy on National Security" emanating from the 1950 Los Angeles con- 
vention, and resolution 516 which was adopted at the same time. 

A companion bill, S. 504, was introduced in the Senate by Senator Johnson of 
Colorado on January 16. Latter bill was referred to the Senate Finance Committee. 

BILLS INTRODUCED AT LEGION REQUEST 

Rep. Rankin, Chairman of the House Veterans Affairs Committee, introduced 
the following House bills at the request of The American Legion, on January 8-9, 
1951. All such bills referred to the House Veterans Affairs Committee. 

PENSION FOR WW II WIDOWS 

H.R. 1079 (mandated by Los Angeles Resolutions 138, 342 & 687, and NEC 16, 
November 1950) would provide death pension for WW II veterans' widows and children 
on the same basis as now provided for those of WW I. Senator Johnson of Colorado 
introduced a companion bill in the Senate, S. 503. Latter bill to Senate Finance 
Committee. 

PENSION LAW REVISION 

H.R. 1078 (mandated by Los Angeles Resolutions 342 and 446, and NEC 4, 
November 1950) would amend present law to provide disability pension to veterans who 
are totally disabled for six months or longer, instead of the permanent total disa- 
bility requirement at the present. The bill would also increase the pension rate 
from $60 to $75 per month for those who have been pensioned less than ten years, or * 
who have not reached the age of 65 years. It would increase the rate of those be- 
yond age 65, or those who have been in receipt of disability pension for 10 years, 
from $72 to $90 per month. It adds a provision for those who are bedridden or help- 
less, in the amount of $105 per month. The bill also raises present income limita- 
tions from $1,000 to $1,800 per year, and from $2,500 to $3,000, whichever is appli- 
cable. Senator Johnson of Colorado introduced the Senate companion bill, S. 505, 
which was referred to the Finance Committee. These bills include provisions for 
Korean emergency veterans. 

USGL INSURANCE LIENS 

H.R. 1084 (mandated by Los Angeles Res. 443) would remove liens on USGL 
insurance for certain periods, and which were the result of reinstatements of USGLI 
by certain disabled veterans of WW I. 
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HOSPITALIZATION 

H.'R.* 1553 (mandated by Los Angeles'Res. ^615) would^authorize«th©j.VA^to; 
provide*contract~or/-other ~hospitalization"for*lKS. citizen veterans residing in the 
Philippines, Senate. companion bill (S. 498) was introduced by Senator Hill on Janu- 
ary 16. Same was referred to Senate Committee on Labor and Public Welfare. 

DEPENDENCY ALLOWANCE 

H.R. 1073 (mandated by Los. Angeles Res. 500) would amend* existing law to 
authorise additional payment to veterans in receipt of disability compensation, who 
have dependent wives and/or children; Present law permits such payments when disa- 
bility is 50%, or greater; our request is for proportionate payments when the disa- 
bility is* 10% J or greater. 

PRESUMPTIVE SERVICE CONNECTION ? 

'H.R. 1077 (mandated by Los Angeles ^Res. 623, and November, f NEC Res.- 53) 
would extend the presumptive period for non-pulmonary tuberculosis, and psychosis* if 
manifested to a 10% degree within? three years from date of honorable separation or 
discharge. 

SERVICE CREDIT , r ------ 

[ : ":H;rI 1218* (mandated by * NEC Res. 10, Nov, , 1950) would' extend* service 
credit to former members of the Women's Auxiliary Army Corps (WAAC) who served in, 
WW II; This- would primarily affect educational benefits under the G.I. Bill. 

APPELLATE REVIEW 

»H;R. 1074; (mandatediby NEC Res. 14, Nov,, 1950) would authorize appellate 
review on all denied claims of veterans. Presently a veteran may not appeal a 
'denial 1 .- of certains insurance claims; 

WARTIME" RATES 

H.R. 1217 (mandated'by Los Angeles Res. rv 342) N would grant wartime rates for 
disability compensation, and death compensation t or Korean emergency service, in- 
stead of peacetime rates as now authorized. The. bill would also class these vet- 
erans as 'veterans, of any war* for post service, hospitalization' benefits now pro- 
vided by law for veterans of WW I & II. 

HOSPITAL BOARD 

H.R. 1081 (mandated by Los Angeles Res. 13) would reestablish. a Federal 
Board of Hospitalization for the purpose of coordinating, Federal hospital construc- 
tion,, contract hospital, programs, etc. 

DEATH PENSION 

H.R. 1076 (mandated by Los Angeles Res. 599)' would amend? exist ingr law, so? 
as to authorize death pension to dependents of those who die in service, but whose 
death has [ beeh denied service connection for compensation purposes. 

DEATH COMPENSATION 

H.R. 1075 (mandated by Los Angeles Resolutions 499 i and 577) would author- 
ize service connected death compensation* to dependents of the permanently and total- 
ly service connected veterans who die from other causes than those for which service 
connection had been granted. 

RETIREMENT REVIEW ' 

H.R. 1085 (mandated by Los Angeles Res. 596)' would provide, for review, on 
request- of person concerned, of- cases involving" disability retirement of certain 
officers* by> amending Section 302, Servicemen's Readjustment Act of 1944, as amended. 
Senator Johnson, Colorado, introduced' companion ; bill in Senate, S. 511, on January 
16. Referred to Committee on Labor and Public Welfare. 

TERM LEVEL INSURANCE EXTENSION 

H.R. 1072. (mandated- NEC Res. , 52, Nov;,, 1950) would extend renewal authori- 
zation of 5!year*termilevel USGL Insurance. This has been accomplished 1 each five 
years since WW I. 
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HONORABLE DISCHARGE 

H. R; 1080 (mandated 7 by NEC Res. 15, Nov., 1950) would authorise honorable 
discharges f or those .aliens <who served honorably for a time during WW I, but who 
were discharged because they were: aliens^ and*who did not receive honorable dis- 
charges - merely separation notices. 

AUTOMATIC INSURANCE 

See Bulletin No. 1. Hearing on S. 4 84,< introduced at the request of the 
Legion commenced on January '25th, at which time representatives of the Rehabilita- 
tion Commission appeared in behalf of fhe American Legion. 

Veteran Administration NEW MEDICAL DIRECTOR 

•January idth^press releases disclosed the pending retirement of Dr. Paul 
B. Magnuson as Director of the Veterans Administration's medical program because 
incompatibility between Magnuson and V.A. Administrator Gray. Dr. Magnuson will 1 be 
succeeded by retired Vice Admiral Joel X. Boone on April 1st. Admiral Boone, former 
Navy 'medical officer, was the winner of the Congressional Medal of * Honor, and the 
Distinguished Service Cross while serving as surgeon for the 6th Marines 'in WW I. 
During the past two years the Legion has been at loggerheads with Dr. Magnuson on 
several occasions. We hope the relationship with the new Director will prove bene- 
ficial to the veterans medical program. 

CONGRESSIONAL STATISTICS 

The 81st Congress (1949-50) saw the introduction of ,16,670 public and pri- 
vate bills, of which 1986 f became Public Laws. The President vetoed 78. During the 
first 15 calendar days of the 82nd Congress, 2539 bills arid resolutions were intror 
duced. 

LEGISLATIVE BULLETIN

LEGION'S POSITION ON UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING 
NOTE: We are indebted ito Mr. Granville S. .Ridley, Chairman of the National Security' 
Training Committee, who prepared*the following :■ » 

Recognizing that all of the details of a Universal Military Training Pro- 
gram could not be included in a resolution which would tie the hands of* the National 
Commander and the Executive Officers of the Legion, at .Los Angeles, 1950, the .Na- 
tional Security Commission, and the National Convention, following its recommenda- 
tion, adopted 1 a broad statement of policy. 

This statement of policy recognized that the United States is confronted 
with two military manpower problems :-- 

I. That of immediately raising our armed forces to the strength suggested 
byvthe President, or to any strength, no matter how great, necessary to meet the 
present threatening emergency. 

2. That of establishing^ production line UMT which will permanently main- 
tain our reservoir of trained military manpower at a strength sufficient to meet 
every, emergency. 

To solve the first problem the Legion advocated the use of the present 
selective service system with amendments. For the solution of the second problem, 
the American Legion firmly advocated Universal Military Training. 

This same statement of policy was adopted at the National Executive Com- 
mittee meeting in Indianapolis, November 17, 18. and 19, 1950, as reported on page 84 
of its proceedings. . < 

Within this broad statement' ;of policy the National Corfmander, :using his - 
best -sources of information and* advice, on January 22, .1951* when appearing before 
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the Sub-Committee of the Senate Armed Services Committee , accepted for the present 
emergency, but for the present emergency only, the lowering of- the -draft age to 18 
years, and at the same time increasing the period of service to 27 months. Ihe 
Selective Service System provides for the induction of men directly into the armed 
forces for service. 

On the same date and before the same committee, the National Commander 
advocated a program of Universal Military Training controlled by a civilian commis- 
sion to be implemented whenever the President, in the discretion granted him by the 
bill under consideration, might see fit to discontinue the 27 months period of serv- 
ice provided as a temporary expedient only, during the current emergency. 

S. 66 of the 81st Congress, written by the Legion and sponsored by the 
Legion provided for the induction of 18-year-olds, who, once they had completed 
their 4 months of basic training, were liable for service in a reserve component of 
their choice and were liable to active service if this component were called out. 

S. 1 introduced in the 82nd Congress at the request of the Legion provides 
for the solution of the 2nd problem above mentioned, that of a long range Universal 
Military Training program. It does not attempt to solve the emergency problem. 

By request^ of the Department of Defense, a bill has been introduced which 
is intended as a substitute, by amendment, to The American Legion's Bill S. 1. It 
contains a program to meet the temporary emergency which the National Commander, on 
behalf of the Legion, has endorsed. Ihe Department of Defense bill also offers a 
solution for the long range training problem which, in many respects, resembles that 
contained 'in The American Legion's bill S. 1, but it does not provide for the long 
range training program to be civilian controlled. The National Commander supported 
this portion of the Department of Defense bill provided, and only provided, it be 
amended so as to make' the Universal Military Training program mandatory, so that 
once world condit ions . and the strength of our armed forces might permit the Presi- 
dent, to discontinue the 27 months of military service, he, the President, shall then 
.appoint a civilian Commission to direct and control the UMT program of all trainees. 

Confusion arises over the terms "Universal Service,* •Universal Military 
Service,* and "Universal Military Training.* Universal Service means conscription 
of labor, of capital and of military manpower. Universal Military Service means 
compulsory service in war or in*peace. Universal Military Training means civilian 
' training and service thereafter in an option chosen by the trainee. The, American 
Legion supports U.M.T. as the long range training program. 

, LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION MEETING 

The National Legislative Commission will meet in Washington on February 
26-7-8, at which time they will review the legislative program, and formulate plans 
for the reminder of the 1st Session of the 82nd Congress. Fortunately, the above 
meeting will be held at the time of the National Rehabilitation Conference, thus 
providing opportunity for the Legislative group to work with rehabilitation leaders 
on important rehabilitation legislation. Mrs. Willis C. Reed, National President, 
and other leaders of the Auxiliary will participate.

HiramAMngham, Chairman of the Loyalty Review Board, had 
been scheduled tor 'talk but was unable to *be present* In his place 
Lawrence B* Meloy, Executive Secretary of the Loyalty Review Board, 
appeared and gave a dissertation on the proposed work of the newwboard 
appointed by the President* 

Another speaker was Senator Herberfc^O* Connor/ of Maryland 
who is on the Subversive Subcommittee of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
He only had a few minutes due to the fact he had to go back to the 
Senate in order to vote on Universal Military Training, but he stated 
that /the Senate Committee is very much 1 interested in three matters: 
(1) Communist penetration from abroad; (2) Communist penetration in 
Government^ (3) Communist penetration in the armed services* He asked 
for the Legion* s .cooperation in carrying out the program* 



Throughout the conference the question was repeatedly 
raised as to whether the Committee should go on record by resolution 
In asking the Senate to take immediate action concerning either the 
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appointment or rejection of the five men headed by Seth Richardson 
recently appointed by the President to the Subversive Activities 
Control Board. Senator O'Connor was asked whether this would be 
out of line. He furnished considerable information concerning the 
matter and stated that the Judiciary Committee really has been 
working very hard in an effort to bring the proposed appointments 
up* It appears that there is some question about four of the 
individuals* The Senate doesn*t want to do anything to negate 
the work already done by the Control Board and therefore is hoping 
that they will be able to ratify the appointments of at least three* 
It appears that the two concerning whom there is some question are 
Seth Richardson and former Congressman LaFollette* 

On closing Senator O'Connor pointed out the frequent 
practice of Communist controlled organizations to contact foreign 
born, especially those recently arriving, and indoctrinate them 
in the.

He stated that Angela Calomiris who testified for the
